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General Considerations 


| BRE, as Marc Jones wrote, is the 
“science of all beginnings.” Any and all 
beginnings. Whenever the mind focuses 
creatively its attention upon a particular 
moment as the time for a particular activ- 
ity, a “beginning” is constituted. Time, 
which is bare potentiality of being—the 
womb of all possible consciousness — is 
thereby, as it were, impregnated by the 
mind focusing its attention upon the par- 
ticular moment; and a cycle of activity is 
born. That is to say, a “unit of active con- 
sciousness” is produced; which may last a 
second, a day or a million of years—ac- 
cording to’ what kind of mind focuses its 
attention and the intensity of this attention. 
Such a unit of active consciousness or 
awareness is a cycle, for it has a beginning, 
a middle or climax, and an end; moreover 
in most cases it leaves an heritage, it has 
progeny—because it produces certain re- 
sults which will require other cycles to be 
worked out. 

This, briefly and most generally stated, 
is the foundation for what is called “horary 
astrology.” If an idea or a question in- 
volving a release of life-activity presents it- 
self to a man’s mind and the man focuses 
his attention upon it, a cycle—a “unit of 
active consciousness”—is generated. The 
philosophy of astrology states that every 
“first moment” of any cycle contains in 
potentiality the entire development of this 
cycle, just as the acorn contains in poten- 
tiality the entire pattern of the full grown 
oak tree. “Natal astrology” deals with 
cycles constituted by the birth of a human 
being; but what astrology really considers 
is not the delivery of a body of flesh and 
bones but the “first moment” at which a 
principle of independent living—a vital 
soul, or “life-breath”—/focuses its attention 
upon and into an instrumentality for action: 
a human body. Thus the birth-chart ought 
to be called instead a “first-breath chart.” 
All that occurs before this “first breath” 
refers only to the body, but not to the indi- 
vidualized “breath of life” which is the real 
element to be considered; because it is the 
real unit of action and awareness. 

This act of “focusing of attention” which 
creates a cycle of active awareness has 
validity whether it refers to the focusing of 
an individual’s attention or of a group’s or 
race’s attention. The “birthday chart,” 


made for the moment of birth on every 
birthday, pictures the pattern of being and 
of development of every year of a person’s 
life; the more so, the more the person’s at- 
tention is focused on the fact of the birth- 
day being an important starting point. 
Likewise a chart made for the beginning 
of the New Year has great significance in 
terms of the year’s cycle for the locality to 
which it refers, and, if the general plane- 
tary pattern alone is studied, to the whole 
of mankind, or of that section of mankind 
which goes by our Western calendar. 

What gives validity to such a New Year 
chart is the fact that millions of men unite 
in “focusing their attention” upon the mo- 
ment of the New Year. It is, in other 
words, the unanimous awareness of the 
masses beginning to think then in terms of 
a new year’s cycle, even let us say in terms 
of new figures—1935, 1936, ete. This 
unanimous awareness creates the cycle, 
much more significantly than, let us say, a 
New Moon or any other astronomical event 
more or-less coincident. 

Such statements will, of course, be chal- 
lenged or scorned by the astrologer who be- 
lieves solely in “planetary influences” and 
for whom “horary astrology” or anything 
approaching it is a somewhat childish non- 
sense. But such an astrologer, if he be 
consistent in his thought, would be quite 
embarrassed if asked what legitimates many 
other astrological procedures which he uses, 
either implicitly or explicitly. However, 
the foregoing was not meant to lead to a 
discussion of the essential validity of astrol- 
ogy, but merely to serve as a prelude to the 
subject-matter of this article, to which we 
now come by stating that just as a New 
Year chart is valid, just so do we find much 
significance in the chart of the beginning 
of a century. We wish therefore to study 
the chart of the Twentieth Century. 

For fear of misunderstanding let us once 
more repeat that such a cyclic entity as the 
Twentieth Century is not an astronomical 
entity. Most astrologers would probably 
believe that a chart made for the New 
Moon which occurred during the day of 
January 1, 1900, would be more significant. 
But what we consider to be the Twentieth 
Century, for symbolical-astrological pur- 
pose, is a “unit of consciousness” created by 
the fact that hundreds of millions of people 
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became aware at that same time (mid- 
night ushering in January 1, 1900) that a 
new century was beginning, and thus set 
their mind—unconsciously in most cases, 
but none the less effectively—to the new 
century-rhythm. 

Once this attitude is taken it is evident 
that there must be an infinite number of 
Twentieth Century charts, for midnight 
struck at different times in localities not 
situated on the same meridian. Moreover 
as people celebrating the New Year 1900 
celebrated it at various latitudes it also fol- 
lows that if a Twentieth Century chart is 
to be valid for many nations and races it 
can only be partially based on testimonies 
gathered from the house positions of the 
planets. More than this, nations like the 
Russian and the Chinese, did not follow in 
1900 +he Gregorian calendar and therefore 
their own Twentieth Century charts would 
differ noticeably from that of West-Euro- 
pean and American peoples. Nevertheless, 
even if all those factors are well considered, 
the fact remains that a vast majority of the 
most influential and active nations of the 
earth can be said to respond to a common 
Twentieth Century chart—save for the 
exact position of the swiftly moving plan- 
ets; and it is this chart we will discuss. 
The relative aloofness of Russia insofar as 
having a special Twentieth Century chart, 
can easily be interpreted as being a symbol 
of her not having been adjusted to, or of 
having broken from the thought-patterns 
of European consciousness and civilization 
and having followed a social rhythm of her 
own. The same is true also, in one way 
or another, of other nations following non- 
Gregorian calendars, 

The chart which we present is erected for 
a theoretical midnight with the Sun at the 
Nadir point. The suggestion of house- 
divisions is for convenience’s sake and sym- 
bolical. The beginning of every year being 
said to occur at midnight, it follows that 
the Sun will be situated every year around 
the Nadir point. However, the close gath- 
ering of most planets around the Sun and 
mostly in opposition to Neptune and Pluto 
has significance not only in terms of “plan- 
etary pattern” or aspects, but also in terms 
of having occurred more or less around the 
Zenith-Nadir axis of the heavens as the 
Twentieth Century began. 

No attempt has been made to give the 
position of the planets to the exact minute 
—hbecause such would vary somewhat ac- 
cording to the longitude especially in the 
case of a fast moving planet. In referring 
to the symbols of the degrees on which plan- 
ets are placed it must be clear that we use 
the “Sabian Symbols” recorded by Marc 
Jones and that every fraction of a degree 


stands for the whole degree. That is to say, 
Jupiter in Sagittarius 1° 8’ means that 
Jupiter is placed on the second degree of 
Sagittarius. If our astrological thinking 
is to be at all coherent and consistent it 
should be obvious that a degree represents 
a segment of space and that the moment 
you enter that segment you are in it; for 
just the same reason that a life is governed 
or symbolized by the position of planets at 
birth—and not at the time of life-maturity. 
Astrology is the science of beginnings. It 
refers to starting points, to thresholds, to 
germinating seeds. This is absolutely 
fundamental astrological] philosophy. Once 
you question it the whole fabric of astrology 
falls to pieces, and there is no reason what- 
soever for the birth-chart to be more sig- 
nificant than the chart of any day of the 
person’s life.

The Twentieth-Century Chart 


The striking factor in this chart is the 
opposition of Neptune to Saturn and the 
Moon surrounded by all other planets. The 
opposition is made more momentous by the 
fact that it occurs along the line of the 
Moon’s Nodes. Pluto adds its significance 
to Neptune balancing the latter the other 
side of the South Node. Strictly speaking 
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we might say that Pluto not having been 
actually discovered in 1900 should not be 
included in the “pattern of awareness” of 
mankind at that time. “What you do not 
know does not hurt you” is a significant 
saying—provided the “you” does not refer 
only to the conscious ego but includes also 
the subconscious or unconscious part of the 
human nature. However, Pluto had been 
“thought of,” if not actually seen on photo- 
graphic plates; its approximate position 
calculated, so that we may logically include 
it in the chart at least as an anticipation or 
premonition—as a foreshadowing of what 
the more mature Twentieth Century would 
have to face, not consciously at first, but as 
a power within the inchoate depths of its 
planetary being. 

In most parts of the world this distant 
conjunction of Pluto and Neptune on both 
sides of the South Node and in Gemini oc- 
curred in the Ninth House—the house of 
expansion of point of view; of abstract 
thought, printing, philosophy and religion, 
dreams and prophecy; of long journeys, in- 
ternational communications and all forms of 
distant relationship. On the other hand, 
the majority of the opposing planets were 
situated in the Third House which is the 
house of environment and neighborhood, 
close blood-relatives; of concrete thought, 
writing, intellectual self-expression, of ex- 
perimental science and practical mentality; 
of short journeys—theoretically, journeys 
involving going to and fro within one day 
of activity; thus, commuting—of all close- 
at-hand relationship. 

In other words, the major emphasis in 
this Twentieth Century chart is placed upon 
matters of relationship—close or distant— 
upon communications and journeys of all 
kinds and—even more fundamentally — 
upon the mental life. The latter point is 
enhanced by the fact that the opposing 
planets are in the zodiacal signs Gemini and 
Sagittarius which refer respectively to the 
concrete, formalistic, analytical intellect 
and to the expansive, abstract, generalizing, 
universalistic mind or understanding. But 
the concrete sign Gemini is in the abstract 
ninth house, and the expansive and mystical 
sign Sagittarius is on the cusp of the con- 
crete and neighborly third house. 

This can be interpreted by showing not 
only the need for an integration of oppos- 
Ing tendencies, but the blending of factors 
normally heterogeneous or pulling apart. 
Signs of the zodiac refer to the substance 
of planetary activity; houses, to the form 
taken by that activity. Thus, with Sagit- 
tarius on the cusp of a third house, activity 
Within the close environment, the neighbor- 
hood, the family connections, etc., is shown 
to be based on general principles, religious 


or humanitarian impulses, and an aware- 
ness of distant factors. This is obviously 
true enough of life in our century: even 
the narrowest neighborhood is wide open to 
influences streaming in from all corners of 
the world—through radio and pictures— 
and even relationship among kins or neigh- 
bors is very much influenced by vast politi- 
cal, social or religious concepts insisting on 
being heard by the most practical or self- 
centered intellect. Psycho-analysis, dream 
interpretation, New Thought—and last but 
not least, all forms of sports and of out- 
door occupations (Sagittarius) are expand- 
ing the once narrow boundaries of village 
and kinship. The most limited activities are 
substantiated by world-wide products. Our 
neighborhood grocer carries food gathered 
from the farthest region. Our everyday 
mentality is filled with big generalizations, 
big slogans, and dreams of cruising oceans 
and interstellar spaces. 

On the other hand mysticism has taken 
rather concrete forms, as in New Thought; 
the most religious and transcendent states 
of consciousness have been intellectually 
interpreted or demonstrated. Intellectual 
concepts and structures (Gemini) are be- 
coming the substance of our widest dreams, 
We conquer vast space minutiously and by 
painstaking analysis. Religion is being 
linked with science. Worlds of the beyond 
begin to register on apparatuses made by 
intellectual precision and strictness. 

Such general statements become even 
clearer once we consider the nature of the 
planets energizing signs and houses. But 
first of all we must speak of the “planetary 
pattern” as a whole. Technically it might 
be said to be a “fan-handle” configuration, 
though a rather imperfect one. The more 
perfect aspect occurred at the New Moon 
of December 3, 1899, the last one of the 
Nineteenth Century, when all planets were 
confined between the twenty-sixth degree of 
Scorpio and the second degree of Capricorn 
—save the opposing Neptune and Pluto. 
Truly in the real “fan-handle” configura- 
tion there is only one planet at the handle 
opposing the grouping of all remaining 
planets; but Neptune and Pluto are closely 
related, and for practical purposes these 
two universalistic and cosmic factors might 
be considered as a unit. So we have a fan 
with a forked handle! One side of the han- 
dle means dissolution of existing limits; 
the other, the potential formation of more 
universal boundaries. With both, what is 
meant is death to the existing order, death 
to feudalism, nationalism and all confining 
institutions; only Pluto gives us the prom- 
ise that at the very core of this dissolution 
is to be found the promise of a new order. 


Autumnal woods are pungent with the 
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scent of dissolving and decaying leaves; 
but within the damp humus can be found 
the seeds from which will sprout a new 
vegetation. 

Now, in the “fan-handle” configuration 
the emphasis is put upon the “stellium” 
(that is, the many grouped planets opposing 
the “singleton’”), but the isolated planet 
(“singleton”) takes on a fateful meaning. 
It refers to a problem cosmic and super- 
personal in its implications: a burden of 
destiny reaching beyond the merely indi- 
vidual or personal karma. This is a very 
revealing thought in relation to the Twen- 
tieth Century chart—the chart of human- 
ity, let us not forget, especially European- 
American humanity—for esoteric students 
and mystics have claimed of late that this 
Century is, as it were, the time for a “cos- 
mic Initiation” of our whole planet; and 
that the woes and trials which mankind is 
enduring now are more-than-human, that 
is to say, they are actually referring to 
conditions affecting the whole planet—and, 
what some occultists like to call the “Plane- 
tary Logos” or the Divine Entity whose 
body is constituted by the planet as a whole. 

If this be true, however one wishes to 
interpret it (and it is susceptible of various 
interpretations, from the most concrete to 
the most abstract and symbolical), then 
humanity is involved now in a problem and 
a crisis of growth which reaches beyond 
the merely human factor of human karma. 
Neptune and Pluto opposing all other plan- 
ets, tends to show that the expansion of con- 
sciousness (in other words, Initiation) ex- 
perienced by mankind is forced upon men 
down from a more cosmic level. It is actu- 
ally a “forcing process.” All the steam is 
on and the boat is shaking with the vibra- 
tions of accelerated speed. The Cosmic 
Engineer is in a hurry to go somewhere. 
God is so eager to open our eyes that He is 
taking the risk of blinding us with too 
much light. Can we stand the strain? 
This is something that this fateful Spring 
1936 may answer. It is the problem of the 
Twentieth Century—and who does not rec- 
ognize this to be a fact, may we ask? 

Since the new scientific and mechanical 
discoveries of last century—not to mention 
equally important religious and spiritual 
factors—mankind has been literally cata- 
pulted into a “new order.” Intellectual 
knowledge is burning up the human race as 
well as dissolving all that meant steady 
boundaries and _ safe emotional - psychic 
walls. The far and the near collide. The 
atom is seen as a solar system (Bohr atomic 
theory); and the whole universe, as an ex- 
ploding bubble of myriads of galaxies (as 
expressed in the most recent theories). A 
Man is explained, by psychology as well as 


by theosophy, as a container of all there is 
and has been—and possibly will be; and the 
whole of mankind (past, present and fu- 
ture) is shown to be one single evolving 
organism. So there is a constant integra- 
tion of opposite—and complementary — 
viewpoints going on in modern thought. 

It is this integrative mental process which 
is the keynote of the whole Twentieth Cem 
tury. A glorious task, but one which pro- 
duces extreme mental tension. Is there a 
safety valve? The conjunction of Mars 
and Sun is a bit menacing, in the Fourth 
House. Our homes, our individual souls, 
are very fiery places—yes, quite hellish at 
times! Fortunately Venus (sextile Jupiter 
and trine Pluto) is the saving grace, the 
point of harmonization, and here it means, 
as we shall see, the new creativeness of the 
human soul, the new Art of this Century— 
of which we know only the first foreshadow. 
ings—a new consciousness in beauty and 
creative significance. 

But we must return to the chart’s basic 
opposition. In order to understand it more 
deeply we shall now discuss the fact that it 
is centered approximately along the line of 
the Moon’s Nodes. This nodal line—as we 
explained in articles on the Nodes two 
years ago (February-April, 1934)—can be 
considered as the axis of destiny. It re 
lates the past to the future, the ingrained 
attitude and habitual behavior to the new 
faculty to be built and the new goal to be 
striven for. The point of past attainment 
(South Node), in the Century-chart, is 
located about half-way between Neptune 
and Pluto—in Gemini and in the Ninth 
House. The point of progressive exertion is 
in Sagittarius and the Third House. What 
“signature of destiny” may this reveal? 

We would suggest that from the stand- 
point of the form which our activities should 
take (house indications) the tendency to fly 
off into metaphysical, religious or remote 
realms is to be seen as the “line of re 
sistance” for Twentieth Century mankind, 
and that it contains the seed of its “self- 
undoing.” The retreat into the archaic and 
the mystical is for the masses of mankind 
a sort of collective psychological escape. 
This chart, let us add, refers only to col- 
lective factors and not to any particular 
individual. The individual may fulfill his 
individual destiny in one of many ways; but 
the Twentieth Century’s destiny can be said 
to favor, as a really progressive line of em 
deavor, the trend toward concrete thought, 
concrete formation and scientific control of 
the environment. 

In the past “men of spiritual destiny’ 
have usually led mankind out and into the 
beyond, being essentially metaphysically of 
religiously inclined. But in this century the 
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trend is not from the formed into the form- 
less; rather from the ideal into the concrete. 
Spirit is to become incarnated; the heav- 
enly order is to become applied and demon- 
strated on earth—yes, in the closest en- 
vironment of every man. 

More accurately still, the great vision of 
Prophets and Illumined Minds of past ages 
(South Node in Ninth House) is to be made 
concrete in the sphere of the personality 
and in every neighborhood. Spirit is not 
to be sought for, but to be embodied into 
the nearness of our closest environment. 
Metaphysics is to become science. Religion 
is to live in the closest circles of neighbors— 
not in remote and wondrous sanctuaries. 
God is to be born in the depths, Every 
soul is to be a temple of the Living God; 
and the intellect is to build the structure of 
this temple, stone by stone. Every remote 
truth must be formulated, so as to become 
near and intelligible, so as to be in-built 
within the boundaries of “personality.” 

However, this refers only to the form of 
our activities. The substance of these activ- 
ities (zodiacal signs indications) should be as 
cosmic as possible (Sagittarius). We should 
work in our environment—generally speak- 
ing always and not in terms of any particu- 
lar individual’s destiny—but the materials 
on which we work should be untainted by 
particular prejudices and free from intel- 
lectual crystallizations or sophistry. We 
should work with universals in particular 
environments and following technically well 
formed procedures. The form of our 
activities should be precise and well de- 
fined—but we should put into those activi- 
ties a cosmic world-wide understanding, a 
spiritual realization of “universal brother- 
hood” (Sagittarius at cusp of Third 
House). The religious past should become 
a concretely scientific future, but science 
should gain a cosmic viewpoint. The power 
of multitudes should be focused into our 
nervous organizations; just as we focus 
the power of countless men and of natural 
forces in our homes when we turn an elec- 
tric switch and there is light. 

The symbols of the Nodal degrees are 
characteristics. The South Node is sym- 
bolized by a self-service restaurant with 
food displayed in abundance. Truly the 
past of mankind offers to us an abundance 
of spiritual food; and now we are con- 
fronted with over-production. But all this 
abundance has proven itself susceptible of 
being the very “self-undoing” of mankind, 
starving in the midst of plenty. This is 
true spiritually and mentally as well as 
economically. Man is sick from too much 
food, physical or metaphysical. The huge 
Storehouses of nature have been opened to 


him, for him to go and “help himself”— 
and we see now the result! 

The North Node degree (which is also 
Mercury’s degree for at least a vast portion 
of the Western world) is symbolized by 
men at work cutting the ice of a frozen 
winter pond. Here we have a symbol of 
thorough action directed toward future use 
—in fact directed to the preservation of the 
foodstuffs offered to us so profusely at the 
South Node. The cold intellect is needed 
to keep our most mystical inspirations or 
visions assimilable and even useable. And 
this work of formulation and preservation 
is work in depth—hard work of which the 
present may not see the full value, yet 
which will mean everything to the future. 

The conjunction of Mercury to the North 
Node emphasizes further the importance of 
mental activity in this century. In Europe, 
and as far East of the Greenwich meridian 
as Manchuria, Mercury is situated in the 
Twentieth Century chart on the nineteenth 
degree of Sagittarius, the symbol being: 
“Pelicans, disturbed by men, are moving to 
places unknown.” This can be interpreted 
as the need there is for the European and 
Eastern mind to move about in reorienta- 
tion, recuperating by retreating within to 
deeper foundations of selfhood. It may 
have an even deeper spiritual or cosmic 
meaning in reference to conditions which 
may overtake Europe. For Japan, the posi- 
tion of Mercury conveys symbolically a 
meaning of the protection afforded by supe- 
rior agencies to exuberant youth. But in 
all cases power and integration will come 
to mankind through the mind—the Sagit- 
tarian far-seeing mind. 

A factor of especial interest in the Twen- 
tieth Century chart at this time is the op- 
position of Saturn to Neptune. We are 
functioning throughout this year 1936 
under the same aspect, which occurs about 
every 37th year; and one can hardly un- 
derstand the astrological significance either 
of our present year or of the whole Twen- 
tieth Century unless one gets at the root- 
meaning of this aspect. However, we have 
already discussed it several times in this 
magazine and so we shall only state that it 
refers essentially to the opposition between 
the individualistic and the collectivistic 
points of view, between the individual and 
the group (at the limit, society), between 
capitalism and communism, nationalism and 
internationalism, particularism and univer- 
salism, tradition-bred culture and worldwide 
civilization—and many other opposites! 

An opposition of Saturn and Neptune 
occurred in 1862-1863 and gives the astro- 
logical key to the Civil War, a war which 
was forced by the conflict between the prin- 
ciple of State-right and that of Federal 
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integration. This issue is being fought 
again today as the two planets are once 
more in opposition. Another opposition 
came throughout the year 1899, the last 
exact aspect occurring on December 14. It 
sums up therefore the message of the Nine- 
teenth Century and symbolizes its legacy to 
our own Century—not an easy one to deal 
with. Lastly the second Saturn-Neptune 
opposition strictly maturing during the 
Twentieth Century will occur through 1971 
and 1972, linking also Sagittarius and 
Gemini, but with the parts played by the 
planets reversed, Neptune being then in 
Sagittarius and Saturn in Gemini. 

In other words, in this century the 
Saturn-Neptune conflict occurs in mental 
signs; and therefore the “Civil War,” in- 
stead of being fought through active war- 
fare as when the opposition carried the 
message of Aries and Libra, is now essen- 
tially a conflict of ideas. The entire Twen- 
tieth Century is a battlefield of ideas; 
whereas the Twenty-first will be pre-em- 
inently one of energies and emotions as it 
opens with strong square aspects between 
planets in Uranus, Taurus and Scorpio. 

The symbol of the Saturn-degree in the 
Twentieth Century chart is amusingly ac- 
curate indeed: A fat boy is mowing the 
lawn, determined to lose weight. Here we 
see the youthful individual soul overfed 
and its structural form spoiled by too much 
grabbing and too many possessions. It 
must return to its true form, to become 
more fit again by losing its “excess bag- 
gage.” <A good lesson given by “the stars” 
to our exuberant American “rugged individ- 
ualist” turned capitalist ... and corpulent! 
Every superfluous growth must be pruned— 
overgrown grass as well as fat. The indi- 
vidual who begins to amass surplus mate- 
rials begins to deteriorate. Individualism 
can only be socially and spiritually right 
if all taint of self-indulgence is eliminated. 

Unfortunately the conjunction of Moon 
to Saturn, in most cases just before the 
opening of the Twentieth Century, tends to 
show that the legacy of the preceding cen- 
tury is heavy indeed. Our present century 
was born with a heavy karma. Interest- 
ingly enough the Moon-Saturn conjunction 
is exact in the Twentieth Century chart 
erected for the longitude of Manchuria and 
of the Philippines, the longitude in which 
the Russo-Japanese war was fought—a war 
which utterly changed the relationship of 
Europe to Asia and which marked the be- 
ginning of the downfall of Russian autoc- 
racy—and thus of the Triumph of Com- 
munism, a reaction against the false kind 
of individualism: individualism of greed 
and cruelty. 

The symbol of the Neptune-degree pic- 


tures winter frost-covered trees, their 
branches making lace-like patterns against 
clear winter skies. This is a great symbol 
of pure and bare archetypal form: nature 
seen in its most essential and structural 
being. It reveals to us the real meaning of 
this Neptunian quality which challenges 
mankind in this century. Neptune, wrote 
Alan Leo, refers to the spiritual “christ- 
body” of the perfected man. If such a 
“body” means anything it means an or- 
ganism of light whose rays trace as it were 
the archetypal pattern of the ideal man: 
man as an Idea, to use Platonic terms. 

To understand what this may mean we 
might refer the reader to the glorious ink 
paintings of the great periods of Chinese 
or early Japanese Zen art; paintings com- 
posed of the simplest, barest outlines—but 
lines so rich with vital meaning; so vibrant, 
so pure that they reveal the very “soul” of 
natural objects or of the symbolic Personal- 
ities they portray. Let him imagine these 
paintings made, not of black lines, but of 
glowing rays of light—and he might get an 
approximate idea of what the astrological 
symbol conveys. 

The new Art—whether it uses colors (as 
in the paintings of Agnes Pelton or Ray- 
mond Jonson—to mention only two great 
American artists) or tones (as in the music 
of a Carl Ruggles and a very few other 
composers) or any other medium of expres- 
sion is an attempt at reaching such archety- 
pal realms of pure and radiant structure. 
What the arts will reveal in the next fifty 
years will undoubtedly be the fruition of the 
still somewhat unsteady or unclear efforts 
of the few creative pioneers who are em- 
bodying this quality symbolized here by 
Neptune. 

That this will be so is made more mani- 
fest by the position of Venus in the Twen- 
tieth Century chart, in many localities com- 
manding the house of creative self-expres- 
sion, on a degree symbolizing “the birth of 
virgin life-potencies out of the cosmic egg.” 
Whether Venus falls in the Fourth or Fifth 
House gives merely a difference of em- 
phasis. It may mean the birth of the vir- 
gin life-spirit within the individual soul 
(Fourth House), or the outward expression 
of this birth through Art and all forms of 
creativeness (Fifth House). In the very 
far East the Venus symbol changes to one 
of ritualistic performance; but the general 
meaning of an activity that springs from a 
super-personal and cosmic consciousness is 
retained. 

Venus, in the chart, is the one harmon- 
izing factor, through the operation of which 
the deep mental conflicts of this century 
may be resolved. It is located in Aquarius.

Part II 
The Song of Life 


A. THE compassionate ray of light surg- 
ing from the Heart of the Sun plays upon 
and penetrates a portion of space “set 
apart” to become the magnetic field within 
which a future living being will be born 
and will grow, a “current of induction” is 
generated within that space, the first mani- 
festation of life in a particular mode. 

Space is substance, and substance is the 
reason for space’s being. Substance must 
always have space to be extended in; and 
were it not for the fact that there must 
always be matter left over from some solar 
or cosmic cycle of manifestation, that there 
will ever be substance to oppose spirit, there 
would be no space. Spirit, being pure unity, 
is symbolized by the mathematical point, 
without dimension or extension. Matter, 
on the other hand, is the manifested reality 
of space and has in itself the potentiality of 
an infinite number of dimensions. We do 
not see space; we see only matter in exten- 
sion, matter of various densities—and what 
seems to us “empty space” is merely the ex- 
panse of a type of material relatively less 
dense, 

This matter of extremely small density is, 
at the origin of any cycle of manifestation, 
what has been called the “great Waters of 
Space” or “primordial Chaos.” It is dark- 
ness—utter indifference to spirit. But when 
under the compulsion of God’s command: 
“Let there be light!”, the Spiritual essences 
of the past are aroused from their condition 
of bliss and unity, and the song of light 
begins to thrill through the infinitudes, then 
upon the face of the dark Waters of Space 
rays of light begin to play. 

Deep vibrations are aroused in response 
within the bosom of these Waters. Motion 
throbs throughout the abyss. Waves begin 
to swell, agitating the quiescent substance. 
To light answers life. The waves of the Sea 
answer to the waves of the light. Vibra- 
tions echo vibrations. Cosmic relationship 
is being established. The cosmic antiphony 
of light and life sounds out; two songs in 
a cyclic counterpoint; major and minor 
tonalities weaving tone-patterns; the warp 
and woof of the universe. Upon those will 
be woven the fabric of organic existence, the 
brocade of consciousness and of soul. What 
people call imprecisely “life,” what more 
exactly should be named “cyclic becoming,”

is this eonic, ever-changing relationship of 
the songs of light and life. A vast duo be- 
tween the Sun and the Moon, going on and 
on throughout the ages. The harmony 
needed to sustain the two melodic strands 
in their interaction is provided by the plane- 
tary gongs. Saturn sounds the fundamental 
tone, the Root-sound. 

.-. Out of the dark Waters of Space wells 
up the song of life; and this song is born 
of the past. It is born of unfulfillment. 
All life springs from unfulfillment. This 
is the true meaning of the “original sin.” 
That which is fulfilled has no need for life. 
It is pure being; bliss. But life is suffer- 
ing; because it is striving; because it is 
the attempt to overcome the memory and 
the pull of the past. Light is the compas- 
sionate gesture of God providing another 
opportunity to neutralize or redeem the 
relative failures of the past. This oppor- 
tunity is what is meant by “living in an 
organic body of earth-substance.” The 
Earth is the new field of opportunity. The 
Moon is the song of the resurrected past. 
Therefore men have called the influence of 
the Moon, evil. But it is not really evil. 
It is rather the striving and the struggle of 
embodied man. The Solar light provides the 
energy and incentive for the overcoming. 
The Lunar life-tides measure the phases of 
the effort toward fulfillment. They beat 
the rhythm of overcoming. They energize 
the periodical currents of the life-fiux, 
which mould themselves upon the root-pat- 
tern of destiny, or Karma—over which rules 
Saturn, the Lord of Boundaries. 

Nothing that is a part of organic living 
can be evil. The body is the one field of 
opportunity provided by God in His great 
compassion for the unfulfilled and the im- 
perfect—so that it might become fulfilled 
and perfect at the end of the cycle of living. 
And by “body” here is meant every living 
organism—from the atom to the solar sys- 
tem and the vastest galaxies. The whole 
manifested. universe is the “pattern of re- 
demption.” The body is the one and only 
divine Church in which light officiates. The 
song of life—the Moon song—is the answer 
of the congregation. It is the faith and 
the prayer of men; and also their indiffer- 
ence and their hypocrisy. It is the inchoate 
expression of the crowd which is the raw 
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material to be organized into a society, a 
harmonious group, a soviet, by the supreme 
leader, that is light. It is the barbaric im- 
pulses to be civilized. 

The Moon therefore represents all raw 
materials, all elemental or psychic energies 
not yet organic or individuated. But it is 
not only the inorganic as such. It is the 
inorganic striving to become organized. It 
is the “woman” yearning to be fecundated 
and to become a mother, longing for her 
“home.” It is not chaos; but rather the 
response of chaos to light; an unsteady, 
changeful, moody response, now waxing, 
then waning—yet it is light just the same; 
as much of light as the resurgent past may 
mirror and reflect. And the Earth and all 
living things thereon, are the temples where 
the song of light and the song of life re- 
sound. Light gives to men the will to be 
whole and integrated. Life gathers their 
chaotic soul-energies, churns them up, dis- 
solves and boils them in the alchemical ves- 
sel in which may be generated the gold of 
consciousness and of individual selfhood. 

At the physiological level this alchemical 
vessel is the mother’s womb, the place where 
life gathers its momentum in answer to the 
call of light, the place of the Moon, the 
“sub-lunar realm” of ancient philosophy. 
At the psycho-mental level the alchemical 
vessel is the “psyche,” the womb of the Self, 
the “place” where the inherited ancestral 
and racial soul-energies are churned by the 
rhythm of the psychic life, and whence, per- 
haps, a god-like Individual will be born. 

The formation of the child’s body within 
the mother’s womb is a mysterious opera- 
tion; yet still more mysterious is that other 
process of psychic formation which pro- 
duces, if successful, a truly individual soul. 
The former is the process of gestation; the 
latter, that of individuation. Both depend 
upon the rhythm of the Moon’s song. This 
rhythm operates following a four times 
seven phrasing; twenty-eight being the syn- 
thetic number of individuation as well as of 
gestation. It may be divided up in many 
ways, as for instance the 40 weeks of preg- 
nancy, which becomes the 40 years of wan- 
dering in the desert, or Abdul Baha’s 40 
years of imprisonment in Akka—meaning, 
the womb—in Bahai symbology. Consid- 
ered from the point of view of solar light— 
and no longer of lunar life—the number 
becomes 9, the sacred number of the Babai 
movement, which can be considered as an 
expression of planetary gestation, the gesta- 
tion of a new Era seen from the planetary 
standpoint of power, rather than from the 
human standpoint of consciousness. 

The processes of gestation and individua- 
tion are based on analogical operations; 
only the former is an entirely set process at 


this time of man’s evolution with a rela- 
tively small percentage of failures, whereas 
the latter is not at all well established at 
present and carries a vast majority of at 
least relative or temporary failures. We 
may easily believe that there was a time 
when physiological pregnancy was _ also 
beset with failures and many monsters were 
born; when mating between incongruous 
types of specie was most frequent and led 
to hybrid and short-lived stocks. This is no 
longer true, now that our planet’s life and 
the life of its main biological types are 
quite definitely set and relatively crystal- 
lized; that is, now that the planet has 
reached physiological maturity. But Man, 
as a species, has not yet reached psycho- 
mental maturity, or, let us say, stability. 
It may be said that humanity, while physi- 
cally passed the midlife point, is in the 
throes of an early “change of life’’—with 
all the resulting problems of psychological 
readjustment. 

Such a readjustment, when truly under- 
stood, can be seen as a process of psycho- 
mental pregnancy. Humanity, as a whole, 
is attempting to set a process of individua- 
tion which would be valid and successful for 
the race at large, and which would result 
in the formation of true individuals. In 
order to do that mind must have reached a 
high point of development; for the forma- 
tive Powers of individual selfhood are men- 
tal. The mind is the formative instrumen- 
tality of the soul. Without mind, the soul 
is a field of conflicting psychic energies 
which can only be controlled by an auto- 
cratic Will, itself the product of a dominant 
desire. Thus the process of individuation 
in the past was a process of forceful initia- 
tion, which meant the assumption of power 
over the psychic nature by an entity supe- 
rior to this psychic nature. This meant, in 
short, the need for personal subservience to 
a guru, or spiritual Ruler (not really 
Teacher), in whose hands was placed the 
key to the psychic nature. Initiation there- 
fore implied absolute self-surrender and 
obedience to the guru; and eventually a 
complete transference of will, from the guru 
to the disciple (chela) ready for initiation. 

Such a process, however, cannot possibly 
apply to the whole of mankind, for the re- 
lation guru to chela being a personal one 
(however spiritual in essence and purpose) 
the number of those admitted to initiation 
was obviously limited. It is only when mind 
can be made the basis of the whole process 
of individuation that this process can 
come valid for the majority of men. Mind 
as a basis; not of course as the whole struc- 
ture. But just as certain agencies of physi- 
cal nature have control over the formative

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I HAVE been asked, following the pub- 
lication of my article on “Transits” 
whether I thought that the indications pro- 
vided by the “birth-day chart” were as re- 
liable as, or more reliable than, those to be 
found in the “solar revolution chart.” We 
may state again what was briefly indicated 
in the April issue of “American Astrology” 
(p. 21). The typical birthday chart is cal- 
culated every year for the original time of 
birth at the place of residence. It deals 
therefore with a cycle constituted by the 
collective racial thought-form of society, as 
I shall presently explain. 

On the other hand, the solar revolution 
chart is a chart erected for the time at 
which each year the Sun returns to the 
exact position (in minutes as well as de- 
grees) which it occupied in the chart of 
birth. This time is usually not the same as 
that at which the birth did occur. There 
may be a difference of a few hours, and 
very often a difference such as to make the 
day of the solar revolution chart different 
from that of the birth-chart. 

This is due to the fact that the exact 
solar year and our 365-day calendar year 
do not exactly coincide. In the Gregorian 
calendar we have “leap years” every four 
years to adjust the discrepancy. Thus if 
we consider that each year of our life is a 
natural astronomical cycle, the validity and 
importance of which is due to the fact that 
the year measures the exact revolution of 
the earth in its orbit around the Sun, it 
apparently follows that this yearly cycle 
must be calculated from a zodiacal position 
of the Sun (as found in the birth-chart) to 
the same zodiacal position every successive 
year. 

Thus are constituted the solar cycles of our 
life, and if we think of the year as a solar 
cycle, pure and simple, then we should erect 
our yearly “solar revolution charts” and 
look therein for astrological information 
concerning the year of our life, of which it 
marks the beginning. 

_ If, however, we do not take the astronom- 
leal and natural approach to astrology, but 
instead stress the psychological factors, .we 
are confronted by a different situation. 
Then, what makes a certain day of the year

our birthday is the fact that we know it is 
our birthday, and that everyone else know- 
ing the day we were born also knows that 
day to be our birthday. We are born when 
we are aware we are born. It is our 
thought-form of our birth-day which gives 
it such a cyclic importance. Every year 
we know that at a certain day, and perhaps 
hour, we enter a new year. Then we grow 
a year older. The thought of growth, of 
age, of time elapsed, of life flowing away 
irretrievably—all these thoughts constitute 
a vital center of psychological reactions, 
which are truly vital milestones on the road 
of our life. When we see the milestone (or 
the Automobile Club post indicating mile- 
age to various points—speaking in modern 
terms!) we know then that we are close to 
or far from our goal; we know we have 
been traveling fast or slow. And it is that 
sudden realization—of distance and of 
speed, of what we have gained or lost until 
that fateful sign intruded upon our con- 
sciousness— which is the psychological 
reality of the birthday. 

And it is befitting that it should be so. 
The calendar year is the year seen from the 
standpoint of the collective norm of human 
society. It is not the year of any one par- 
ticular individual human being; but it is 
the year of the whole nation which has 
ruled for centuries its life and its collective 
behavior by means of this calendar year, 
Each year has become a real cyclic entity. 
Upon it the chronology, the past of the 
nation has been and is being established. 
The nation’s festivals are fixed by means of 
this calendar year, irrespective of the posi- 
tion of the Sun on the traditional days of 
such festivals. A dozen of important col- 
lective “birthdays” (the Fourth of July, 
Washington’s Birthday, etc.) are calendar 
days, not solar-revolution days. 

The human being is not an isolated factor 
on this planet. He is part of his group, of 
his nation. His outer behavior is largely 
conditioned by his racial environment. As 
a “personality” he is a composite of indi- 
vidual and collective factors; or, I might 
say, of individual factors modified by a col- 
lective environment. Transits, as we saw 
in the above-mentioned article, refer to the 
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“personality” factor; to the complex being 
who is body, soul, mind and spirit, welded 
into or through patterns of behavior. If 
we want to study the strictly individual 
factor, then we must study the birth-chart 
itself, for it is a permanent structure just 
as the truly individual factor is. 

If we isolate one of the elements of this 
birth-chart—the Sun—and study what hap- 
pens in the rest of the native’s being when 
that element accomplishes cyclic returns to 
its natal place, we have the solar revolution 
chart. Likewise we might make lunar revo- 
lution charts, Jupiterian revolution charts, 
etc. All would give valid indications inso- 
far as the life-quality represented by the 
planet considered would be concerned. The 
Sun is undoubtedly the most central factor 
in a birth-chart and thus solar revolution 
charts are much more important than, let 
us say, Martian revolution charts. 

Just the same, any such revolution-charts 
are more or less one-pointed in their indi- 
cations. They do not feel with the whole 
being of the native. Therefore the real 
revolution-chart seems logical to be that 
which refers to the outer personality, the 
social personality of man—in other. words, 
with his thought of himself, and the world’s 
thought about him: Man, therefore, as a 
psychological entity. It is the cycles of this 
psychological-social entity which birthday 
charts interpret; and they do so most often 
—not always—with remarkable accuracy. 

This, however, does not conclude the story. 
Many people may shrug their shoulders and 
say: what are important are concrete 
scientific, astronomical facts—not “mere 
thoughts” and all that psychological stuff. 
Man lives in his biological natural instincts 
and not according to artificial and man- 
made calendars. If there is anything in 
astrology it certainly should deal with such 
obvious influences as solar ones, and solar 
factors are the only ones biologically real. 

Well, this may be so. But listen to a curi- 
ous story. It deals with swallows; undoubt- 
edly quite instinctual creatures which, one 
would surmise, are not likely to be influ- 
enced in their deep-rooted biological in- 
stincts by man-made calendars. Every 
year, in March, a host of swallows appear 
in the skies near the old Mission of San 
Juan Capistrano in Southern California and 
establish their spring and summer home in 
the venerable roofs of this more than 150- 
year old church. Every October they leave 
it for warmer climes. Each year as the 
swallows leave, other birds take their va- 
cated homes; each year as the swallows 
return, they chase out after a brief and 
violent struggle the usurpers. 

This makes a lovely story of natural 
periodicity and instinctual faithfulness to 


“patterns of behavior.” But the curious 
thing is that according to all witnesses who 
have been thoroughly investigated of late 
the swallows always come to the Mission on 
San Jose’s Day (March 19) and leave on 
San Juan’s Day (October 23). I person- 
ally ascertained the facts, which have been 
broadcast recently by the N.B.C. radio sta- 
tion after sending special representatives 
to check up on the story. 

Why do the swallows return to the Mis- 
sion every year, not when the Sun is on the 
same degree or minute, but on the same 
calendar day? No instance is recorded of 
their having been early or late, save, I un- 
derstand, once when a heavy storm at sea 
delayed obviously their flight and they ar- 
rived exhausted by their fight against the 
winds a day or a half day late. Are swal- 
lows’ instincts ruled by human calendar? 
It would seem so. And if so, are not the 
implications of this fact quite far-reaching? 

They would be perhaps too far-reaching 
if we did not consider the fact that a Mis- 
sion is a man-made structure. The swal- 
lows learned to adjust themselves and their 
seasonal behavior to a man-made structure; 
and any such adjustment means adjustment 
to a rhythm or pattern of behavior which is 
more than merely physical—which is also 
psychological or psychic. We may wonder 
how birds can adjust themselves to human 
collective psychology; but the fact that they 
apparently do should teach us that in the 
destinies of individual men the established 
rhythm of society-behavior and of tradi- 
tional thinking (as so clearly and basically 
exemplified in the calendar) is indeed the 
most significant and basic rhythm, insofar 
as the outer personality and its behavior 
are concerned. 

A psychological interpretation 
of the month of July 

The most significant event of the month 
is the partial eclipse of the Moon which 
occurs on July 4th when the Sun is in 
nearly exact conjunction to the great star 
Sirius, and the Moon very close by longi- 
tude to another star of profound impor- 
tance to the United States, Wega. It is an 
interesting fact that for several months 
most New and Full Moons have fallen in 
close proximity either to great stars or, 
even more, to planets making exact and 
powerful aspects. This can be easily in- 
terpreted as signifying a constant energiz- 
ing throughout the year of every important 
factor tending to build, or to destroy—for 
the purpose of eventual regeneration—vital 
forms of all kinds and at all levels. This, 
perhaps more than any one single planetary 
aspect, may be the sign of a year of mo 
mentous transformations—both in human-

, only possible influence which might 
vie with music for mental and emotional 
value is color, but one must admit up to 
the present time an art of color has not 
been developed, which expresses itself in 
exact identity to color as music does to 
sound. 

Years of observing and discriminating, 
justify me in predicting that a color-art- 
philosophy is possible, indeed quite prob- 
able, to be applied as effectively and hap- 
pily as music-art-philosophy! 

Disentangling from varied attractions 
and repulsions, I here present a color-jewel 
knowledge intended to appeal in a psycho- 
logical (mental and emotional) manner; in 
no way do I touch the part as held by 
physics, that is another approach, entirely 
apart—please keep that statement in mind, 
for fear of confusion. 

“My” masters from music and allied arts 
were selected for each native from his sun- 
sign, which came from understanding of 


the Higher Mind; in color-jewel knowledge 


I take the native to the more intimate and 
personal sign, the ascendant. 

Red, the color of life, associated with the 
vehicle for the ego, came first; Mars, as 
ruler of Scorpio, and also of Aries made 


the spiritual demand for this glowing, vi- 


brant color. Green brings us, in our occult 
acceptance of invisible and intangible gifts, 
to Gemini, Virgo and Cancer. 

The two, mentioned first, are under the 
Mercury sway, which because of certain 
characteristics, brings to these natives the 
attributes which should cause an unfolding 
to that higher vibration of the spiritual 
violet. 

Cancer, which is influenced and impressed 
by the Moon’s symbolic rule, finds harmony 
m green, restfulness, quietness, which ab- 


sorbed becomes permanent; then the native, 
with illumination, rises with spiritual as- 
surance to a more radiant understanding 
of the Way, not this knowledge only, but 
with the addition of this to other enlight- 
enment. 

That I offer a value in this nature-color, 
green, brings the hope that a more complete 
acceptance is not only desirable but .ad- 
visable; green, so lavishly used, is never 
continually green—ever changing, which 
understood reveals constant progress to ful- 
fillment—in esoteric knowledge one should 
say, to spiritual fruition! 

“While yet in its greenness, and not cut 
down, it withers before any other herb 
(state of development)”, there must be con- 
stant advancement; and further are we 
told: “Can the rush (green) grow up with- 
out mire (experiences), and the (green) 
flag without water?” 

The experiences which assail the Cancer, 
here has an answer, the only sign Moon 
ruled, gives a reflected domination to be 
gradually glorified from that central mag- 
nificent White Light, “green before the 
sun”; but devoid. of experiences this watery 
sign, Cancer, cannot become individual or 
independent. 

Cancer has its earned place, accepted as 
to possibilities or limitations, then gradu- 
ally comes the unfolding to that higher 
expression which is known as the Neptune 
influence, holding an exalted place here. 

The symbolic Light of the World was 
given for meditation, to it comes now the 
psychological color-jewel lessons, in refresh- 
ing green, with an increased brilliance from 
the emerald. There is a magnetic quality 
for Cancer in this jewel-color, which needs 
the silvery glint of reflection. 

Out of this Cancer reflection, which is

a spiritual restraint, evolves growth; not 
alone, beside you germinate opportunities 
for helping others to also flower into per- 
fection of expression. What is service to 
you? All natives must know that word, but 
the Cancer person sun-sign or rising-sign, 
emanates a protective quality particularly 
its spiritual own. 

When we speak of early music, it brings 
to the mind, a time when repeated sounds 
which we call rhythm, were used to coin- 
cide with movements of the body as cere- 
monials and so-called religious expressions. 

Music was then merely secondary to the 
importance of the devotional, finally, though 
music became an art, an inspiration in 
itself. So, I am convinced that color-jewels 
used for long merely as accessories and dec- 
orations for enhancement of art, will even- 
tually become an esoteric but important 
language for emotional and mental uplift. 

This is a journey to undertake, almost 
an unwalked Way, just a few pioneers 
having gone on before, blazing a trail for 
those who desire knowledge, which added to 
our present standards will produce radi- 
ant knowledge. Each one may feel confi- 
dent of a happy result, as that which is 
sought for good does not fail. 

There is as yet no arranged system or 
plan for giving out color-jewel effects, save 
this twelve sign plan from the Zodiac, 
which I use for my staff, as the music mes- 
sages are written. From these twelve signs, 
can be presented color-jewel values, just 
as carefully as a page of music presents 
to the student the design for producing 
music sounds. 

Each native in seeking his color-jewel 
values, or gifts, must combine his powers 
for receiving mental and emotional qual- 
ities—understood that he may feel a spiri- 
tual reaction—for good, of course—which 
brings into development discrimination. 

No one is entirely indifferent to color- 
jewel effects, many are exceedingly re- 
sponsive, and it naturally devolves upon 
these very sensitive natives who have the 
essential qualities, to arouse in others spiri- 
tual expectancy, to them I look for assist- 
ance in advancing this color-jewel message 
contained in esoteric astrology. 

There is now living a dramatist who 
used a single red column or pillar in ever 
increasing intensity to present his idea in 
a play of life universal, that constant 
presence of the life-color gradually im- 
pressed the onlookers; in the same way 
should the native have resting-places as 
I advised in a previous lesson, for his suit- 
able color that his response may be built 
to something valuable. 

This is psychological, but a spiritual 
quality is apparent, if the native is desirous 


of such understanding. Each one has Free 
Will, it is for him to accept or reject! 

When color is suggested for study or 
application, the native usually recalls the 
beauty of certain sunsets he has seen, their 
many and vivid effects, brilliance, quietness, 
quickness of change, the marvelous variety 
which spread across the sky. I, of course, 
know of nothing so amazing, but each one 
should seek for something of color in that 
which is produced by man, something to 
bear evidence of human understanding, 
which will unfold color-jewel possibilities, 
as “my” masters were channels to enlighten 
you in uplift. The acceptance of man-made 
inspirations will bring to one that realiza- 
tion of spiritual progress, will impress upon 
each one a responsibility to create also, to 
infuse into his own life-expression a de- 
gree of epigenesis. Do you recall the im- 
portance of that creative life which I have 
so often explained? 

Man-made color effects? At once the 
flood-lighting effects will come to the mind, 
or the color-organ lights, perhaps fire- 
works, each one capable of being a parade 
of colors, fixity of hues not possible. Re- 
member that I consider only reactions as 
known mentally and emotionally, which 
spiritually applied brings the required up- 
lift; I could go into the physics part, but 
in such a study as this; that is not needed— 
it is another subject. I perhaps will repeat 
that admonition each lesson to avoid con- 
fusion in this color-jewel knowledge and 
application! 

If flood-lighting or so-called organ-colors 
can be observed, there will be astounding 
revelations of color, producing important 
emotional reactions, pleasing or softening, 
sometimes disturbing and agitating, even 
annoying. I tell you all of these reactions 
that you may not expect color-jewel im- 
pressions ‘to be ever felicitous, on the con- 
trary, often the opposite. 

Just as in music and allied arts, there 
comes often disconcerting effects which 
seem to be almost pain, agitations which 
elevate emotidnally and in turn mentally, 
here then must the native learn to accept 
or reject with wisdom and understanding, 
so that the result may be of peace which 
brings the native into the effect of that 
perfect Ray which shines for him from that 
magnificent White Light. Such effects are 
found constantly in color-jewels and _ all 
life experiences. 

Cancer, with the sign as ascendant, has 
been given a slight analysis; it is for this 
native to know fully the symbolic lesson 
in the Light of the World, given in another 
lesson. May I make a practical application 
here, by quoting from a student, of the Can- 
cer sign, who has made a permanent con- 
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tact through this Light of the World? 

I quote; “In your lecture in the magazine 
American Astrology for Cancer, it seemed 
especially written for me, suiting my de- 
pressed state of mind, perfectly. I have 
the Light of the World near me constantly. 
It seems more like a living presence than 
just a copy of a famous painting. My 
friends have noticed my transformed ex- 
pression, and I feel that a happy miracle 
has taken place in my consciousness.” 

This explains an approach to inspiration, 
which leads to the objective gradually be- 
coming subjective; music, other arts, color- 
jewel gifts, accepted mentally and emo- 
tionally that the perfect symbolism may 
become spiritually apparent—indeed trans- 
formation takes place in the soul-conscious- 
ness. 

In the realm of nature, green, her own 
color, is used with a lavish hand, to dec- 
orate and embellish. Imperceptibly one is 
drawn to the higher acceptance and pleas- 
ing reaction to this prevailing color, neu- 
tral, but found in many modulations con- 
stantly, not only for delight but for use 
and for inspirations. 

This universal presence leads one to in- 
quire for a reason, to search for a peculiar 
something which must be within, to min- 
ister for mental, emotional and physical 
benefits. For ages mankind has received 
this refreshing green, but as is always 
true of a continued ownership, the spiri- 
tual value becomes as nothing, it is always 
present—why not accept it without ques- 
tion! The spiritual vision concerning col- 
or-jewel values has become clouded; they 
are used only for adornment or commercial 
reasons. 

I wish to bring back a delicate feeling 
of awareness concerning the peculiar fit- 
ness of color-jewel; will you notice I have 
said, “bring back,” which presupposes a 
former knowledge, an occult (invisible or 
intangible) understanding for application 
which has been lost. In the same way “my” 
masters have a message for each one of 
suited type, the Rays of Light prepared 
and ready, but the native must positively 
bring himself into that vision, divinely shin- 
ing for him. 

This brings us to something specific, the 
seeking for the requirements, the needs of 
each native. When we mention the sym- 
bolic rule of Mars, knowledge discloses the 
talismaniec condition of iron, with red 
needed to restore loss of energy. Green, 
not here required, presents to us Mercury, 
with the Gemini and Virgo, also Cancer 
with the lunar or Moon rule. 

As I have previously explained, the men- 
tal and emotional qualities in Gemini and 
Virgo, disclose green is merely a prelude 


for the advancement to the halo-like violet 
vibrations. Mercury unavoidably brings 
that, as Mars presents red to Scorpio and 
Aries. 

No, this is not an involved subject, unless 
presented to those who have no desire for 
enlightenment, merely asking for material 
assistance. These people should know that 
appreciation of material benefits is en- 
hanced when the esoteric or spiritual part 
is added. The admonition reads: Seek ye 
first—and all of these shall be added; per- 
haps you have forgotten? 

The Book is indeed closed to those who 
do not understand, but through the aston- 
ishing subject of Astrology comes a new 
vision of meanings in that Book; unerringly 
does the native find himself almost imme- 
diately sensing a more profound under- 
current of divinity flowing through his life 
expression. 

The world is more and more becoming 
Zodiac minded, because of a continuing de- 
sire to understand individual characteris- 
tics, to know the reason for each one being 
so different from another. The lessons as 
disclosed by sun-sign and rising-sign, are 
so revealing that the imvortance of the in- 
dividual chart can not be dismissed even 
by people who have become too crystallized 
or so conventional as to seem indifferent. 

Gemini and Virgo are definitely in the 
process of unfolding to spiritual beauty; 
“from the green tree comes the fruit,” also 
it is said “From them will the fruit be 
found,” an important statement for the 
signs where reason and service combine! 

Three signs, Gemini, Virgo, Cancer, 
seeking for that quietness from the sym- 
bolism of the “all refreshing green”, di- 
verging from this first ray to that final 
essential one which stands ready in the 
circle around the Great White Light. ; 

Cancer, cardinal, watery (fluidic), green 
its own color, happiness as reflecting the 
emerald shade for jewel, with the silver 
hue as from the lunar rule. Virgo, flexible, 
earthy, Mercury ruled; all gradations of 
tone-coloring from green; zircon and the 
pearl in jewel effects, flower values as from 
the lily—use your esoteric knowledge only 
to bring you to an esoteric appreciation. 

These three as ascendants must be care- 
fully studied if illumination comes; green 
in varying shades, most gratifying and 
tranquillizing of all colors. The very light- 
est hues where yellow predominates, come 
under this sign-value, though not so rest- 
ful as where the blue predominates. These 
reactions should be studied thoughtfully; 
the native’s response to the more stimulat- 
ing greens (the lighter ones) may often 
be needed for quickening an occult interest 
to emotional effects. 
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It must not be forgotten that if the na- 
tive fails to discover inducement for 
further contacts from suggested color-jewel 
values, he may have neglected beauty for 
so long that he is mentally sluggish or emo- 
tionally atrophied. 

Color does have an effect upon the emo- 
tions, and upon the mind which can in turn 
be utilized for beneficial reactions upon the 
dense or physical vehicle. Every difficulty 
into which one enters could have been pre- 
vented if the native had had sufficient un- 
derstanding of himself; his own particular 
psychology should be known. 

A color-jewel adviser must be radiantly 
and seriously alive to his responsibility, 
gaining through analysis of signs and all 
finer influences that these inspirational 
values may be offered, when needed. 

These problems (squares) must be ap- 
proached with understanding as also the 
trines (opportunities), because a difficulty 
is of no more importance for advancement 
than a happy possibility. 

These first color-jewel lessons are now 
quite elementary in their fundamental 
values; in a recent explanation I gave in- 
structions for resting-places for the ad- 
vised color. This was done that though 
seemingly of the utmost simplicity, our 
primary information might be presented 
with care. 

The final knowledge will be so much more 
secure, if we make careful and apparently 
slow progress. It is a permanent develop- 
ment which we seek, not an elusive or frail 
structure. 

The native will say to me, that color-jewel 
knowledge depends entirely upon a visual 
sensation. Yes, I grant that for the be- 
ginning, but as the soul-consciousness ex- 
pands, the aspirant will find himself living 
in a luminous kingdom of color-jewels. 

The esoteric White Light will not bring 
a ray of Wisdow to you immediately; one 
must not forget that the slightest advance- 
ment partakes of enlightenment. “My” 
masters offered gifts for you, as also will 
the selected color-jewels add a brilliance 
to all life expressions. 

Let each one understand that the causes 
of all destroying of grandeur in life is 
psychological, also I use that word because 
there is as yet, no spiritual word coined to 
tell you my meaning. I also know that when 
perfection of spiritual psychology has ar- 
rived there will be words to express the 
meaning, of which we only dream now. 

As a student develops this ability to per- 
ceive hidden resources in his mental and 
emotional life, then occult and _ esoteric 
Wisdom will find their rightful and same 
places in existence, astrology will be in its 
spiritual plane. 


This broad value which is innate in eso- 
teric astrology has no morbid nor pathologic 
meaning—such depressing factors retard 
the essential realization of beauty of living 
—a fulfillment which must be the goal for 
each native—otherwise he cannot step out 
upon the Way. 

In Gemini, rising, we discover the violet 
as a spiritual requirement; what is it that 
will bring the Gemini, rising, to an enfold- 
ing of violet, that halo-circle? 

Violet is, psychologically applied, of blue 
and red vibrations, blue is spiritually quiet- 
ing; red, in the same sense, agitating; that 
brings us to knowing that Gemini has an 
unfolding process before him. 

How do I advise this? The native, as- 
cendant, must disturb himself until he longs 
for progress; the blue part of the violet is 
too cold, the red too warm, for this Mercury 
rule. 

Through a combination which I have de- 
veloped, a gradual response can with assur- 
ance be accepted, in this way, re-read the 
above and we shall begin with the blue, 
with a strong infusion of yellow, this, vis- 
ual at first, by way of my advised resting- 
places. Green is before you, nature’s own 
color, serene and quieting his dual sign- 
characteristics, until the yellow value has 
penetrated his soul-consciousness. When 
this is accepted, the psychological stimuli 
from these combined gifts will produce a 
finer sensitive quality which elevates to the 
high violet, which is ‘the color-goal. 

This is not complicated, not a startling 
process, the suggestions are ready in detail, 
but the native must be active, not passive; 
the understanding is emotional and mental, 
consistently leading upward to finer appre- 
ciations. 

From the ascendant, the native gains the 
elementary information, at first merely ma- 
terial knowledge, then by carefully, pray- 
erfully applying this new understanding 
in a steadily increasing value, he finds 
himself sensitized to spiritual advancement. 

Nothing offered to you can be beauty un- 
til it becomes completely a possession; our 
realization of beauty of existence is con- 
tinuous, there must be no cults set up, that 
means restraint. 

Each one must assume a spiritual respon- 
sibility towards another less fortunate 
seeker, offering every possible encourage- 
ment to arouse that dormant need for 
beauty of existence. Freedom comes as 
beauty is recognized everywhere possible, 
not necessarily surprising one, but by ex- 
pressing harmony in all expression. 

A development of spiritual insight into 
life expressions, must become a prized pos- 
session. Through their varied but fitting 
channels “my” masters were given, and 
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received by way of the sun-sign, that the 
Higher Mind consciousness might be ex- 
panded and made more potent. 

More sensitive now to higher effects, we 
turn to color-jewel studies, with restorative 
qualities through symbolic understanding; 
constantly knowing that it is beauty of ex- 
istence we seek, that finally radiance shines 
upon the Way. Problems? Constantly, but 
would you ask to be “carried to the skies, 
on flowery beds of ease?” 

The native of the sign Gemini is repre- 

’ sented by two columns or pillars, one black, 
the other white. 

In jewel choose not only aquamarines, but 
tourmalines, the latter permitting of selec- 
tion of a wide range in colors. The Gem- 
ini has much happy freedom in this tour- 
maline, and pleasant resting-places for his 
color study. This “jewel” responds to 
warmth and enlivens a sense of beauty, 
which is needed in this sign. 

Through ages of development the Gemini 
still is shown with the two pillars, twin 
propensities; spiritually called upon to cen- 
tralize his dual powers, in colors, the violet 
vibration as an ideal. 

Gradual enlightenment of color beauties 
was advised by a use of yellow, invigorating 
and giving energy to the perception, then 
also the blue-quietness, which leads to the 
“all-refreshing green”—which is of itself 
constant only in its variations. 

The two pillars of Gemini will bring dis- 
turbances, when and if the native is seeking 
Wisdom, the double vibrations impede his 
spiritual progress. For this very definite 
reason I ask him to skillfully avoid any 
superficial response to esoteric values. In 
all fine expressions, as from acceptance of 
“my” masters, and color-jewel inspirations, 
make a positive use of every means for ad- 
vancement. 

Mercury rules, in resplendent fashion, vi- 
brating to violet, so the native born in this 
influence must direct all efforts towards 
the finest of contacts—deliberately do this, 
> not wait for the good to come—reach up 
or it. 

Gemini will question his masters, his col- 
or-jewels, but he must be positive that these 
objections are not coming by way of an 
“earned” aversion, or a present-time mem- 
ory. No one should blindly accept any gift 
for inspiritional value, painstakingly an- 
alyze, that from such probing latent, dor- 
mant. or nascent abilities may be uncov- 
ered. After this, you will ascertain the 
spiritual course to pursue! 

From consideration of Gemini, I must 
take you to Virgo, also under the Mercury 
tule. What is the difference in the two 
signs? 

Recall the divine word for Virgo, which 


I gave in another place—Immaculate, bring- 
thoughts of that exceedingly high spiritual 
vibration as found in the often used “ma- 
donna-blue.” This highly sensitized hue 
has a long history of spirituality and is 
nearly always used under the above name, 
or similar to the sky-blue. 

Virgo and the blue of such exquisite 
shade, but not for you at first, only by the 
gradual approach from the earthy color, 
green. Virgo earthy, flexible, eliminating 
with acute awareness from those charac- 
teristics through nature’s own color, green, 
to the halo-violet, and then after long ex- 
periences, when spiritually ready, vibrate 
to that higher octave of Mercury. The 
Higher understanding,, which becomes Wis- 
dom, comes on the Path, through a sym- 
bolic Neptune acceptance, containing a 
spiritual “madonna-blue” effect. 

Virgo has a high calling, but remember 
ever that Wisdom does not come quickly, 
only after long study, and service, with 
almost imperceptible glints of Light here 
and there. The Christed ideal is symbolized 
by that central magnificence, rays for each 
native to be sought diligently and made a 
part of existence. 

Virgo, also Gemini, Mercury ruled, find 
themselves in an important place, channels 
for expressing spiritual messages to others, 
closely linked to a study of the gland called 
the thyroid, for a more complete under- 
standing of existence. 

This acceptance and comprehension of 
higher values which are concealed (I do 
not say, contained) in a glandular under- 
standing should come, and the native should 
look earnestly for the greater knowledge 
of himself, in this dense vehicle given him 
for expressing life. 

Do not forget that there are different 
ways for enlightenment. I offer that which 
I know, “my” masters’ gifts accepted enter 
more one’s own for uplift, then the color- 
jewel magnetic values enter more graci- 
ously, with a spiritual and benign quality 
which stills turmoil. 

This unites with the emotional and men- 
tal part, bringing an understanding of the 
glory of the journey through everyday ex- 
istence. 

We each know that there are centers 
within the different life expressions to de- 
velop and make susceptible to all good, 
seven in number, as yet; you and I must 
learn to discern the spiritual attributes 
which are not only concealed here, but de- 
velop a sensitivity to make divine use of 
these centers-of-life forces. Each one is 
symbolically ruled, which connects to the 
esoteric part of Astrology, from such 
knowledge do we gain inspirations from 
“my” masters and these later offerings. 
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When I write the abundantly endowed 
word, color, there comes the inevitable 
thought that when it is read from ‘the 
printed page, the word appears black, upon 
a page of white—the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of my message becomes unavoidably a 
psychological one, by what might be termed 
auto-suggestion. 

This is quite true, readers must employ 
the emotional and the mental process to 
bring an inner perception of values, do this 
first before taking advantage of the elemen- 
tary “resting-places”, such approaches will 
enliven and tend to expand a soul-percep- 
tion. 

. In a previous lesson we dwelt upon red, 

the color of life, of signal importance as 
we pass to higher understandings of these 
seven centers; each to be known by high 
inspirations through their rulers and final 
harmony established if the native desires. 

Mercury ruling in fine symbolism over 
Gemini and Virgo, gives reason to them, 
and a precious gift of potential self-mas- 
tery. This rule also gives occult power, 
but before this violet halo-effect comes, 
knowledge gains through the gradations 
from “all-refreshing green.” 

Cancer, by reflective lunar forces, has 
much of the protective quality, a divine 
effect, if righteously directed, from an 
“earned” power. For this special reason 
a Cancer person should constantly offer 
service. 

The native of this Cancer sign should 
faithfully add the finer values to his life- 
expression; embellish and elaborate every 
impulse for so-called cultural influences. 
Whether sun-sign or rising-sign this native 
must sensitize his perception of service 
through the symbolism of the Light of the 
World, as selected for him—previously. 

These lessons are intended as a perpetual 
challenge to the aspirant, emotionally and 
mentally bringing discipline; to receive of 
the best, one must give of his best. 

Constant supervision of one’s self, but not 
constraint, freedom must be understood in 
the finest sense; no other interpretation 
will bring understanding, the divinity which 
is you, started out on its long journey from 
the Time when manifestation began—this 
“divine spark” must return from “whence it 
came”—else wherefore born? 

I have presented the “all refreshing 
green” for these three signs, when ascend- 
ants—please do not immediately clothe 
yourself in vivid greens, nor adorn yourself 
in the jewels as selected—but through ob- 
servation, contemplation and spiritual re- 
flection open those eyes to a higher mean- 
ing. - 
Resting-places? Yes, also consideration 
of all information which can be found upon 


your color-jewel values; question yourself 
for certain effects, laziness has no place 
in the existence of the one who desires to 
advance on the Way. 

Because of the unfamiliar and undevel- 
oped subject with which we are concerned, 
it is essential that we approach it with ut- 
most care; color and jewel therapeutic 
qualities are known, demonstrated more 
each year in many places. That is ac- 
cepted, in mental use, which includes emo- 
tional reactions, in turn affecting the phys- 
ical—but I want to open the vision to a : 
spiritual help within color-jewel values. 

This study takes us into occult (invisible 
or intangible) meanings which include 
“my” masters and the color-jewel magnetic 
vibratory effects. 

If each student will consistently under- 
take the “work”, he will without fail de- 
velop creative ability from some “earned” 
power which has been forgotten by himself 
—the subconscious—; by the discipline from 
an esoteric knowledge in his sign-values 
he may confidently employ his Free Will 
for Advancement, 

Each impression objectively received may 
be taken within, for good, then with spiri- 
tual discrimination it becomes his, sub- 
jectively, and with opened hands the serv- 
ice which is required of each one of us 
is made radiant for the less fortunate fel- 
low pilgrim. Life is just that way, some 
one else is in need of encouragement! 

It has been said, and with truth, that 
very few people are entirely normal—some 
over stimulated, depressed, repressed, mor- 
bid, all sorts of words to describe you and 
me; so by careful and thoughtful analysis, 
a way can be found to that inmost self 
where one may ascertain the secret cause 
for disturbance. 

To illustrate each lesson, I shall often 
quote from students’ letters—one writes— 
“Your revelation of my inmost nature was 
staggering to my complacency—but, though 
I had not even admitted that to myself I 
shall begin to employ every means for an 
upward journey”; such enlightenment 
comes through esoteric astrology—funda- 
mental disturbances are dragged out to a 
critical scrutiny, then if the native will, 
radiance will come. The God-given gift of 
Free Will is your safeguard and defence. 

One of “my” masters advised the creat- 
ing of soul-landscapes to hasten this proc- 
ess; it can and should be done, though the 
weaker ones will need much encouragement 
from all of you who have more spiritual 
vision. The masters for each one were 
themselves specially prepared channels 
through which blazing messages were trans- 
mitted; receive them, they are for you; 
then a beautiful super-sensitiveness will in- 
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vade every part of your being, new inter- 
pretations of color-jewel effects will enter 
into your conscious life, the mental, emo- 
tional, will be raised to the full acceptance 
of that Ray, which is to shine for you. 

Gemini, Virgo, Cancer, avoid all drab- 
like expressions; never underestimate your 
ability; cultivate a response to the color- 
jewel inspirations that all else may be 
added, in due time. 

As nearly as possible I am giving group- 
ing arrangement to my lessons, that the na- 
tive may take from here and there some- 
thing particularly fitted for his need. 

By some peculiarly magnetic quality, 
your own will come to you, but there is a 
duty first, and that is to make yourself 
ready for the gift. 

Visualize concretely your spiritual need, 
do not be listless, do not be idle. Hopeless? 
Friendless? Grant some blessing for a ray 
of beauty to some one else. Look back 
without mercy on your life. Then, erase 
regrets from your mind. Lift your head, 
until the blue of the sky seems very close. 
Gaze up—all’s blue! 

Pioneers have so much of adventure be- 
fore them, and those of us who have begun 
the study and application of cultural values 
by way of esoteric astrology have marvel- 
ous experiences to receive. Even words 
and phrases must be coined, fresh from in- 
spiring thoughts, by way of the great White 
Light which has spiritual significance for 
all natives. 

Music and the allied arts have need of 
color-jewel assistance to create more gor- 
geous effects, adding to each message; fin- 
ally will come color preludes, nocturnes, 
dazzling with, at present, undreamed of 
marvels. 

Each native must know his own, by kin- 
ship or adoption taking thought for each 
gift from his Ray of Light; at last will 
emerge a perfect art to be allied with the 
others. 

There is nothing of the supernatural to 
be employed in bringing this about; be nor- 
mal, level mentally, and emotionally. De- 
vote leisure seconds and if possible mo- 
ments to your color-jewel meditations, more 
and noticeably apparent will your develop- 
ment become. 

Your psychic understanding will increase. 
a finer soul-consciousness will be yours, the 
subjective powers increased and then, un- 
limited possibilities are yours. 

Observe the utmost caution with that 
hazardous word “psychic”—it is a much 
abused word, handed about here and there 
by those who know little of its finer mean- 
ing. It must mean to you merely an in- 
strument by use of which higher expres- 
slons may be contacted. 


Sensitize each reaction to color-jewels, go 
about every task as usual, live more fully, 
in all do not neglect sensible living. Life 
is just that way! 

Irradiate every word and thought with 
spiritual coloring, and in turn life will 
take on more glowing meaning. Life is 
just that way! 

Gemini, Virgo, Cancer, accept the posi- 
tive demands that your life requires ad- 
vancement; Scorpio and Aries, self-deter- 
mined and in a place for pioneering—for 
each one color-jewel messages to bring 
splendor of life. 

Green, all renewing, nature’s own, sug- 
gested for the three; red, color of life and 
of the same quality as the vehicle for the 
ego, is really very near, to the green. I 
recall this knowledge to you that you may 
not forget how closely connected the in- 
spiring lessons are to each other; slight 
shades of meaning or content make an- 
other color or jewel, so are individuals 
really very similar. 

There is an intimate connection between 
color and tone, but this connection is psy- 
chological, not actual; do not confuse the 
knowledge. 

As I have told you, after years of criti- 
cal analysis of the twelve signs, I have 
learned of the spiritual potentialities; also 
that each has its own instinctive and in- 
tuitive qualities to develop, from these will 
evolve finally the desired radiance.

These three natives (ascendant signs) in 
this lesson have the fine possibility to 
ascend in spiritual flight to a marvelous 
understanding. Each having characteris- 
tic importance, which must not be neglected 
or relegated to some obscurity where it 
would perish for lack of encouragement. 

Contemplate, steadfastly respective, that 
finally the soul-consciousness is a part in 
that magnificent White Light, rayed out to 
each according to his “earned” place in this 
Day. 

This dense or physical body, in which 
we are privileged to function, is an ex- 
ceedingly amazing vehicle needing scrupu- 
lous consideration.

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Solar Biology

Epitor’s Note: This is the third article of this series dealing with the Solar position 
of 6,877 Physicians in the United States and Canada. 
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This month we separate Eye Specialists 
and Ear, Nose and Throat Specialists from 
other physicians and chart these two groups 
separately. In Figure 1, we have charted 
distribution of the Solar Position of 888 
Eye Specialists into the twelve signs of the 
equinoctial zodiac (not the zodiac of the con- 
stellations). The black and white horizontal 
line running through the center of the chart 
represents normal. Here again, Capricorn 
runs far above normal which seems to be the 
case with physicians generally. The figures 
at the bottom of the chart represent actual 
distribution after corrections for seasonal 
changes in the apparent motion of the Sun. 
Note that both Mercurial signs (Gemini and 
Virgo, the two signs ruled by Mercury ac- 
cording to astrological tradition) run near 
the top. 

In Figure 2, we have charted distribution 
of the Solar positions of 961 Har, Nose and 
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Throat Specialists. Capricorn and the two 
Mercurial signs still run above normal. 

In Figure 3, we have made a comparison 
of Eye Specialists with the cycle of prom- 
inence. In this chart, “Normal” represents 
“Prominence Normal” and the quantitative 
blocks above and below normal show the vari- 
ations of each sign from the prominence 
cycle. The main volume now appears in 
Gemini, Cancer, Virgo and Capricorn. 
High volume in Cancer and Capricorn is to 
be expected because these two signs predom- 
inate where physicians are concerned. 

Figure 4 illustrates a comparison of the 
961 Ear, Nose and Throat specialists with 
the prominence cycle. 

Note that Gemini, Cancer, Virgo and 
Capricorn are also above normal in this 
chart. But, now it becomes necessary to 
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learn in just what manner these two groups 
of specialists compare with physicians as a 
whole. Figures of physicians as a whole, 
as previously published in this series, have 
been brought down in each case to equal the 
totals here being dealt with. The figures 
thus computed for each sign of the zodiac 
have been used as normal for physicians 
and are represented by the normal line in 
Figures 5 and 6. 

Figure 5 now demonstrates that the Mer- 
curial sign Gemini rates at the top where 
Eye Specialists are concerned while Figure 
6 demonstrates that the Mercurial sign 
Virgo rates at the top where Ear, Nose and 
Throat Specialists are concerned. This 
seems to bear out the contention of astro- 
logical tradition that these two signs of the 
zodiac are associated with the senses. 
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For those interested in seeing these fig- 
ures illustrated on a circular instead of a 
horizontal chart, we have provided Figures 
7 and 8. Figure 7 includes the same calcu- 
lations as Figure 5, representing a compari- 
son of Eye Specialists with psysicians gen- 
erally. Figure 8 includes the same calcula- 
tions as those in Figure 6, representing a 
comparison, of Ear, Nose and Throat Spe- 
cialists with physicians generally. Note 
that both of these groups show the two 
Mercurial signs rating above normal. Dates 
in the outside marginal circles of Figures 
7 and 8 show the approximate time when 
the Sun enters each of the twelve signs of 
the zodiac. 

Thus far in this work, we have pre- 
sented charts of physicians as a whole, 
surgeons separately, eye specialists sepa- 
rately and ear, nose and throat specialists 
separately. In each of these groups, it is 
interesting to note that we have a sliding 
off of volume from Capricorn to Pisces. In 
each chart Capricorn was above Aquarius, 
and Aquarius was above Pisces. This is 
not the case, however, with statistics from 
“Who’s Who” being published in Wynn’s 
Magazine. Therein, Aquarius rates defi- 
nitely above Capricorn as does Pisces. The 
fact that we can take different groups of 





and another in Sagittarius which are the 
low spots for live birth ratio in the United 
States. It would appear that there is less 
life giving force when the Sun is in these 
two signs than when it passes through the 
other signs. Yet, while the live birth ratio’s 
lowest depression is always in Sagittarius, 
the lowest depression for persons of 
prominence is always in Taurus. 

It is important that our list of physicians 
be constantly enlarged so our calculations 
may be backed by as large a volume as 
possible. The writer will appreciate it if 
readers will send in the names and birth- 
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physicians and continue to have Capricorn 
rate so high seems to strengthen our right 
to claim that some law of nature causes 
Capricornians to follow the medical profes- 
Sion more than natives of any other zodiacal 
sign. 

_As these statistics involving solar posi- 
tions are being published, work is continu- 
ing to enable us to present statistics on 
each of the planets. Of course statistics 
on any planet beyond the orbit of Saturn 
will be of little use to us because it takes 
the outer planets so long to go around the 
Sun that only a few zodiacal signs will be 
represented, 

In about every solar test made thus far, 
all charts indicate a depression in Taurus

signs of the zodiac have been inter- 
preted by masters of the science of astrology 
throughout the ages. Sometimes, however, a 
new version of an old subject gives added 
illumination. So in the spirit of a student 
only, I wish to make contribution of my 
vision of this vast subject. 

It is my desire to analyze and present the 
abstract quality of each sign so that the be- 
ginner in astrology may have a basic under- 
standing of it for more intelligent inter- 
pretation of any planet placed therein. 

I ask you to think of the various signs 
and planets which go into the making of a 
horoscope as chemical ingredients which, in 
different combinations and varying 
amounts, produce articles of entirely differ- 
ent kinds. But the chemist who blends them 
knows the exact character of each ingredi- 
ent. So, for intelligent interpretation of a 
horoscope, the astrologer must have a clear 
and definite understanding of the basic 
meaning of each sign. I find an easy ap- 
proach to this through the method of alle- 
gory. 

I shall begin with Fire group, analyz- 
ing each sign in the allegorical terms of 
literal fire. 

First, ARIES—Cardinal Fire. Let us 
think of it as fire when it is first built— 
eager, restless, impatient fire, swayed by 
the impulses of Mars. It dashes away to 
high heaven with a great deal of flame; 
much spectacular show, but not much heat 
and it dies down quickly. 

There you have the temperament of the 
Aries individual. He is full of energy, en- 
thusiasm, ability and pioneering spirit. He 
dashes forth to conquer new worlds. He 
cuts new pathways through the forests. But 
someone else will have to consolidate his 
gains. Like the new-built fire, Aries has 
burnt out his enthusiasm and gone on to 
something else before the chips in the forest 
were dry. A dramatic spectacle but little 
warmth and less continuity—Aries Fire. 

LEO.—Fire when it has burnt down to a 
hot steady glow. It is Fixed—square-shoul- 
dered, executive, commanding, stubborn, 
loyal, dependable. It is the heat to which 
we turn for durable service. It is self-confi- 
dent in its strength and the power of its 
heat. It gives forth a feeling of protection 
and security. It burns with the steady glow 
of its own ruler—the Sun. 


And last—SAGITTARIUS. Fire when it 
has burnt low to soft, pleasing embers. All 
human beings love to sit around a low, soft. 
burning fire. So, likewise, they turn to Sagit. 
tarius for aid and comfort and guidance, 
The warm embers are symbolic of the gen. 
tle Jupiter. They inspire philosophical dis. 
cussion and dreaming. They are mutable, 
yielding and sympathetic. 


EARTH SIGNS 


TAURUS—Fixed earth. It is ruled by 
Venus and its emblem is the Bull, sign of 
fertility in the East. It is more completely 
Mother Earth than any of the earth signs, 
for it is earth in the spring when it is full 
of life and growing things. But it requires 
sunshine and water and cultivation to bring 
forth the best of Taurus, otherwise the 
seeds may lie inert in the ground. So it is 
with Taurus people. They lack self-starters, 
but once under way they have more stability 
and _ stick-to-itiveness than those of any 
other sign. Hence we find among the Taur- 
eans both the stable leaders of a commv- 
nity and the dumb, plodding toilers. The 
earth of springtime was, in the first case, 
cultivated, and brought forth life and great 
beauty. In the other, it was left inert for 
man to walk upon. 

VIRGO—Mutable earth. When is earth 
mutable—or moving? In the Fall, when it 
is dust. This allegory explains the lack of 
emotion in Virgo people. It is given the 
emblem of the Virgin—one who has no 
given birth—for moving earth cannot bring 
forth life. It is ruled by Mercury, but it isa 
stronger Mercury than that of the aity 
Gemini, for it has the power of earth behind 
it. Therefore it is not merely the curious 
Mercury, but it is the analytical, critical 
Mercury. It has the strength of earth, but 
purely on the mental plane. It is clever, 
hard-hitting, but unemotional. 

Or again, it may be just dry dust—ur 
imaginative, but always critical. Irritating 
as dust in the Fall. 

CAPRICORN—Cardinal Earth. The dy: 
namic quality of Cardinal as applied to 
earth could mean only one thing—the it 
resistible force of earth moving under the 
power of an earthquake. And that descrip 
tion well sums up the strength and power of 
an ambitious Capricornian. It is said that 
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always in the superman you find a strong. 
Capricorn influence. It is capable of the 
most powerful and enduring accomplish- 
ments of any sign in the whole zodiac, On 
the other hand, ‘you sometimes find it 
demonstrated merely as earth in the winter 
—hard, cold, unfeeling—Saturn at his 
worst. It is then the Capricorn of justice—- 
but justice without mercy. 


AIR SIGNS 


GEMINI—Mutable Air—air when it is 
moving restlessly about. It is more restless 
than any other Mutable sign due to its 
double-bodied quality. 

Ruled by Mercury, it is full of curosity. 
As a constantly moving breeze it goes into 
all nooks and corners. It is interested in all 
the doings of mankind from the cradle to 
the grave. It is kindly and friendly like a 
gentle breeze. But don’t depend upon it! It 
is here now—gone within the minute. You 
cannot put your finger on it, nor can you 
hold it. But it is pleasing and leaves you 
happier for the contact. 

So it is with Gemini people. They move 
rapidly about with a light and eager step. 
They are friendly and tolerant. They con- 
tribute much of lightness, gayety and hap- 
piness to life. 

LIBRA—Cardinal Air. And when air is 
Cardinal, it is the whirlwind, blowing hard 
and furious and frequently changing its 
course. Which accounts for the energy of 
Libra people. As with all Cardinals, they 
are filled with ambition and the desire to 
play an important réle upon the stage of 
ife, 

The symbol for Libra is the Scales—not 
a very good companion for a whirlwind. 
Hence the frequent “unbalance” met with in 
Librans. One day you find them ardently 
advocating one side of a subject, and on the 
following day they will be hearty champions 
of the other side. But always the Scales 
seek the perfect balance, so no matter how 
far afield they may roam they endeavor 
finally to reach the perfect equilibrium. 
Another illustration is that of the air rush- 
Ing in to filla vacuum. Then it is the diplo- 
mat par excellence, striving to bring about 
peace and balance and harmony by means 
of its Venus rulership. 

_AQUARIUS—Fixed Air. And when is 
alr fixed—or still? On a calm, serene, 
peaceful day when all is well with the 
world, when atmospheric conditions are so 
perfect that no movement is necessary. And 
again—there is an ominous quiet and still-, 
ness in the air just before an earthquake. 

These conditions describe the two types of 
people found under Aquarius. The first are 


the great humanitarians, the peaceful 
dreamers, the theorists, those who are no 
longer curious or restless but desire for 
themselves and their fellowmen only the 
peace and quiet of still air. 

The other type is that most amazing 


.Uranian fiend often found under Aquarius. 


The individual who can plan and carry 
through a most diabolical crime with appar- 
ently no motive other than the desire to tor- 
ture. The type which is emotionless but un- 
speakably cruel—symbolic of the dead, still 
air which comes just before an earthquake. 


WATER SIGNS 


CANCER—Cardinal Water. Here we 
have the turbulent waters of the ocean 
from which came all life in the beginning. 
That is the meaning of Cancer. For Cancer 
is concerned with the preserving of life and 
the carrying on of the race. It is the sign 
of the breasts from which all life is fed. 
It is the fourth house—the house of the 
home. It holds tight to the family unit. 
It is historical-minded, carrying on the tra- 
ditions of the race. It is ruled by the Moon 
which, in turn, rules the masses. It is torn 
and swept by emotions, even as the waters 
of the ocean are swept into tides by the 
influence of the Moon. It is the origin of 
and the preserver of life. 


SCORPIO—Fixed Water. When is water 
fixed—or still? When it is deep—and when 
it is stagnant. Again, we find two types of 
people born under a sign which demon- 
strates its quality in two ways. First—the 
deep, profound thinker. He has sounded 
the depths of still water and gained its wis- 
dom. He is able to see behind the obvious. 
He has a great well of strength within him- 
self. He is strong, steady, reliable, but with 
the quiet and stillness of no other sign. 

The Scorpion of stagnant waters fills the 
prisons of the country. The repressed tur- 
bulence of his Mars rulership bursts its 
bounds with great violence when Society 
fails to clean its stagnant pools. 


PISCES — Mutable Water — restless, 
vague, uncertain water. It is often the 
clear, sweet water of the mountain streams. 
It is the gentle rain. It has a nearness to 
growing things. Pisces people have the 
“growing hand.” It is the water that 
nourishes the plants and flowers. But it 
is often best when under the guidance of 
another. It sometimes lacks a sense of 
direction. Properly directed it contributes 
much to the beauty and happiness of life. 


Now let us sum up the basic qualities of 
each group. 
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FIRE PEOPLE 


The Fire people are a highly spirited lot, 
ranging from those with the “fiery” temper 
to the progressive, pioneering spirit. Their 
emotions burn strong. They are ambitious 
and self-confident. They walk with pride 
and like new worlds to conquer. They be- 
come rebellious and discontented if tied 
down or limited in any manner. 

The skin of the Fire people is thin and 
sensitive, ranging from the pale, freckled 
type which accompanies red hair (usually 
found under Aries) through the deep, ruddy 
glow of Leo, to the delicate Sagittarius skin 
with its lovely, healthy flush of pink. 

But the most unvarying mark of the Fire 
people is their bald heads. The Fire hair is 
very crisp, crinkly, brittle and luxurious in 
youth, but it seems to dry, or burn out 
quickly, leaving the head bald at a very 
early age. Aries has a round, bullet head 
and the hair thins across the top. Leo has 
a square head and the “leonine mop” of early 
youth usually soon become a square, bald 
pate so often seen in executives. Sagit- 
tarius has a dome shaped head. The hair 
thins back leaving a very high forehead 
with sometimes a completely bald spot on 
the crown. 

Fire people are great exaggerators. To 
them an interesting story is of more im- 
portance than an exact statement of fact. 

These then, are the basic qualities of Fire 
which you find varied according to the form 
through which they find outlet—whether 
Cardinal, Mutable or Fixed. 

Strike at Fire—and you will get burnt. 


EARTH PEOPLE 


Let us consider the qualities of earth not 
as something mysterious, but literal earth 
as we know it—as we can see, touch and 
feel it. 

It is solid and firm. In one human being 
that quality may be represented as stability 
and dependability—the Mother Earth to 
which we turn for security. In another in- 
dividual it may be merely stubborn or do- 
less with the quality of inertia. But in both 
cases, the basic quality is solidity. 

Earth people are the supporters of the 
established order. After the pioneers have 
cut the way through the forest, the Earth 
people build the houses and establish the 
settlements in the clearing. Such expres- 
sions as “the salt of the earth” and having 
one’s “feet on the ground” are used in de- 
scribing earth people. They know where 
they are going—and why. Practicality is 
the keynote. 

The flesh of the Earth person is solid and 
firm. The temperament is slow, patient and 


persistent. They walk with a firm and 
steady tread. 

Earth signs are the most truthful of all 
signs. If they lie, it is for a purpose—never 
just to be lying. They are frank, direct and 
rarely hypocritical. They are loyal friends 
and bitter enemies. Ordinarily, they are 
most honorable in their dealings with others 
—and they expect equally honorable treat- 
ment. Done an injustice, they are inclined 
to the “eye for an eye” philosophy. They 
are likely to even the score for bad treat- 
ment accorded them. This is especially true 
of Capricorn. But with all of them, a thing 
good or bad, once planted in the memory, 
remains. 

Strike at the Earth person—and you 
know you have hit something, for Earth 
carries within itself the power of retali- 
ation. 


AIR PEOPLE 


We think of air as sweeping gales or gen- 
tle breezes. In any case, it is restless, mov- 
ing and always elusive. So it is with Air 
people. They are called the intellectuals due 
to their constant search for knowledge. 
They possess the “inquiring mind.” It is 
impossible to pin the Air person down. No 
other individual ever gets possession of his 
soul. He is elusive always. In bad types 
“shift” is the word used. 

In build, they are usually tall and slen- 
der. The flesh is thin and stringy. They 
rarely accumulate fat. Their skin is nor- 
mally clear and beautiful. 

An insatiable desire for knowledge is the 
outstanding quality of all Air signs. They 
are imaginative and likely to confuse facts 
with fancy. Truth is not the all-important 
thing to them that it is to Earth people. 
They do not misrepresent things with de- 
liberate intent, but they just do not consider 
accurate details important. They are ideal- 
istic. 

Criminals among Air people are never 
those who commit crimes of passion. Their. 
type of crime will be something which is 
tricky, sneaking or even fiendish. Something 
which may require a long time to think out 
or to be shrewdly planned. The bad Gemini 
type is especially given to forgery. Theirs 
are not crimes of passion but of perverted 
mental reasonings. 

Strike at the Air person—and he merely 
moves out of your way! 


WATER PEOPLE 


The word fluid comes to mind when you 
think of Water people. They move and

LIBRA 


\ \ E HAVE now arrived at the consid- 


eration of the individual degrees of the sign 
Libra. Libra, it is said, by the Secret Doc- 
trine, represents the Fourth race. The 
Fourth race finishes the involuntary arc 
and cycle of development. From the fourth 
to the seventh races, lives, forms, desires 
and thoughts, must be on the upward arc 
or cycle of evolution. Libra represents 
form, 

Libra is a physical body, in which sign 
and body, are included both the principles 
and functions of Virgo (form) and Scorpio 
(desire). The great period of evolution 
or Manvantara, of which this earth is a 
part, is made up of seven lesser periods 
called rounds. A principle is developed in 
each round. As three rounds have been 
passed, three principles have been devel- 
oped. We are now in the fourth round and 
the fourth principle is now in the process 
of development. 

Libra, we know, is the sign of cooperation 
as opposed to competition. This works out 
well with Mr. Carter’s idea that Libra is 
the principle of Cosmic reciprocity, or mu- 
tuality, and shows us our reciprocal rights 
and obligations. It is said that the heresy 
of this sign is that of parasitism, or the be- 
lief that it is natural for some individuals to 
attach themselves to others. Thus we see as a 
result the fact that where Libra is not highly 
developed, it lacks a certain sturdiness and 
independence. It is probably from this that 
Libra derives its well-known hatred for 
saying “no”. Moreover it is not desirable 
that Libra should develop itself along some 
other line, since it is a cardinal sign and 
the ideal principle of the cardinal cross is 
goodness, and Libra represents beauty. It 
must come to know the beauty of goodness 
and the goodness of beauty. Since Libra 
represents justice, these can only work in 
an ideal fashion when motivated and inter- 
permeated with the ideal of real or true 
Justice. Without justice, there can be no 
beauty or goodness. 

_ Some of the Libra virtues and traits are 
Impartiality, scrupulous sense of honor, 
compassion, tenderness; love of beauty, 
order, and harmony, especially in home life. 
Of course no sign is perfect, and Libra is 
no exception to this rule. It is a sign which 
ls easily persuaded against its better judg-

ment to let emotion triumph over reason. 
One of its lacks is probably sterling worth, 
for it considers of happenings, character- 
istics, and people with regard more to their 
beauty, decorative effect, or aesthetic 
power of giving satisfaction, than their 
fundamental, unadorned soundness. This 
astrological sign is famous for the fact that 
those with many planets there dislike dirty 
work, distasteful tasks with ugly things, 
and are too willing to sacrifice anything for 
harmony. 

In speech, the Libra native is often very 
polished, with a persuasive, gracious man- 
ner and a very tactful approach to every- 
thing. It has sometimes been charged that 
this sign has a tendency to be cowardly. 
Certainly it is willing to sacrifice a great 
deal to harmony. 

The idea of marriage and partnership is 
fused and blended with the sign of Libra 
and its ruler Venus which gives us adapt- 
ability to circumstance. In early times in 
the valley of the Euphrates, Libra was pgr- 
trayed under different forms. The pa 
month of Libra was called the holy or lofty 
altar or shrine and was connected with the 
building of the Tower of Babel. 

Taking up the consideration of the more 
commonly known attributes of Libra, let 
us say that it is a cardinal air sign, and 
that its ruler is Venus. Maude Margesson, 
in “Astrology in Epigram,” quotes among 
her descriptive bits about Libra, “I am made 
all things to all men.” 1st Corinthians 9:22, 
She also quotes “One of those gentle ones 
that will use the devil himself with 
courtesy”. 

Where parts of the body are concerned, 
Libra is said to rule the kidneys. Where 
periods of life are concerned, it is some- 
times said to rule the middle period. Of 
course it partakes somewhat of the nature 
of all cardinal signs, and has to do with 
action and initiative, although perhaps this 
action and initiative may, in the case of 
this sign, be taken for another or through 
another. 

The fixed stars in Libra are very impor- 
tant in character, boasting two very beauti- 
ful ones of the first magnitude, Arcturus 
and Spica. These are among the twenty 
brightest stars in the heavens. To find 
Arcturus, begin at the end of the handle 
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of the big dipper and following the end of 
the handle extend a line about thirty de- 
grees or until you come to the first very 
bright star. This is Arcturus, the star 
which the patient Job himself named among 
other wonders of divine creation. April is 
really the month of Arcturus’ greatest 
glory, when it shines all through the eve- 
ning in the eastern heavens. Arcturus 
ranks with Canopus as one of the largest 
bodies in the universe and its diameter is 
supposed to be several millions of miles. 

It is probably the hottest star in the uni- 
verse. It also has the most rapid motion 
of any of the brightest stars, being among 
the most swiftly moving of all the stars 
visible to the naked eye. Arcturus cer- 
tainly appeals to the imagination as we 
think of this enormous great body which 
is racing through space at the rate of be- 
tween two and three hundred miles a sec- 
ond. It has been keeping up this speed 
for untold centuries and yet apparently 
changes its position only slightly. This 
star is approaching to us, but far away as 
it is, it is growing old, and it may be. that 
its luster will diminish, and some thou- 
sands of years from now, when our de- 
scendants will look upon it, although it will 
be nearer, it may not appear any brighter. 

Spica, another very bright star in Libra, 
is not very far from Arcturus and may be 
seen about an hour later. It rises just 
after the sun sets in the early part of 
April. It is a much more tenuous or rare- 
fied body than Arcturus and science has 
never been able to measure its distance. It 
is probably a double star, and it, too, is 
moving toward our earth. 

Considering in detail the fixed stars in 
Libra, we find Zaniah of the nature of 
Venus and Mercury in 3-43. It is of the 
fourth magnitude. It gives refinement, 
honor, congeniality, order, and a _ lovable 
nature. It is a variable star and in the con- 
stellation Virgo and the sign Libra. Vin- 
demiatrix is of the nature of Saturn and 
Mercury and is in 8-50 Libra. It gives 
falsity, often times dishonesty, and gives 
loss of partner. As we have so many people 
in incarnation now and so many interested 
in astrology who have Uranus in this posi- 
tion, its interpretation is interesting. With 
Uranus it is said to give spinal trouble, 
seclusion, and danger of heart trouble. 

Then we have Caphir, of the nature of 
Mercury and Venus, in Libra 9-22, close to 
this previous degree of longitude, but with 
a slightly southern declination. Algorab, 
on the contrary, in 12 Libra 20, is a very 
adverse star, being of the nature of Mars 
in Saturn. In my own case, my dragon’s 
tail has retrograded to a point near this 


position, and I find the Moon’s or the Sun’s 
passage over this adverse. 

Seginus, of the nature of Mercury and 
Saturn, is in 16 Libra 32. It is usually 
given an unfavorable interpretation. For. 
amen is another small star which is sur- 
rounded by the keyhole nebula. It gives 
danger to the eyes, as do all nebula. With 
the Sun it is said to give shipwreck. It 
is in 21 Libra 3 and very near to Spica. 
It seems strange that Spica, with such a 
favorable interpretation, should be so near 
to an unfavorable star. Spica is in 22 
Libra 43 and has the nature of Venus and 
Mars. It gives success, renown, riches, a 
sweet disposition, and love of art and 
science. It is interesting to note that this 
star is very prominent in the horoscope 
of Henry Ford, being with Jupiter. I may 
also add that, at my own birth, it was very 
near to Jupiter. However, it does not seem 
to do me as much good as it does Henry. 

Arcturus is of the nature of Mars and 
Jupiter in 23 Libra 7. It is more powerful 
in this hemisphere than Spica since it has 
a northern declination. It has also been 
called Arctophilax, the Bear Watcher. Its 
meaning is sometimes said to be “he 
cometh.” It is of the nature of Mars and 
Jupiter, It gives riches, honors, high re- 
nown, and self determination, and pros- 
perity by navigation and voyages. 

We now take up the character of each 
degree of Libra as given by Alan Leo:

The individual degrees of Libra are of an 
extremely interesting character. In fact 
it seems to me that their character is more 


interesting than that of any other sign in 
the Zodiac. Possibly I think this because, 
as I have said, I have my Moon and Jupiter 
in the second decanate of Libra. One of the 
first degrees on which we have much en- 
lightenment is that of 3, which is said to 
rule abscesses. We find this degree and num- 
ber 4 in conjunction with the star Zaniah 
of which I have spoken as being of the 
nature of Venus and Mercury. 

Perhaps the most interesting degree in 
all the Zodiac, at any rate to us moderns, 
is the degree known as the degree of birds, 
the degree of aviation. This same degree 
has also been connected with goiter. When 
we think of it in conjunction with a fixed 
star of the nature of Venus and Mercury 
in an air sign, it is no far cry to connect 
it with aviation. However, other degrees a 
little further on have more striking ex- 
amples of this degree. An aviator born on 
the 12th of October, 1890, had Mercury in 
this degree. Another born June 5, 1886, 
had Uranus in this degree. 

Passing on to Libra 7, we find it is known 
as a degree of sudden death. Before this 
we note that 5 Libra is one of the homicide 
degrees. The degree of sudden death is 
often very prominent in the horoscopes of 
aviators. In the horoscope of Van Mass- 
dijk, who was killed flying, we find Libra 
7 afflicted by Mars, ruler of the 8th. G. B. 
N. MeMurdo, born Airdrie at 2 A. M. on the 
21st of May, 1899, was killed flying on the 
27th of September, 1918. The Moon was 
in Libra 8. 

We find the degree of Libra 7 also at- 
tributed to animal life, and this area, it 
seems, has much to do with life in general, 
since 8 and 9 are the degrees of courage. 
These degrees with 9, which means tri- 
umph, superiority, are often found in the 
horoscopes of generals and of great con- 
querors. 

An interesting fact is that the degree of 
13 Libra is connected with food and drink. 
It is often prominent in the horoscopes of 
tea and coffee planters. The horoscopes of 
several chefs show this influence. Passing 
on, we find Libra 15 seems to be an unfa- 
vorable degree. It is not far beyond 
Algorab, of the nature of Mars and Saturn, 
and near to Seginus of the nature of Mer- 
cury and Saturn. It is considered to be a 
degree of suicide and it is also concerned 
with apoplexy. 17 Libra, on the contrary, 
seems to be a very favorable degree, having 
to do with electrical matters, There are 
many interesting examples in conjunction 
with this degree. According to Maurice 
Wemyss, Libra 16,17, 18, 19 have been 
passing over the world’s descendant while 
our great progress in electrical matters 
have gone on. Benjamin Franklin had 
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Neptune in opposition to this point. Volta 
spent much of his life in electrical research. 
In 1791, when he received the Copley 
Medal, his Sun had progressed to Aries 16 
opposite to this point. 

Libra 21 is said to have to do with sui- 
cide, but this same degree is connected with 
the stage and with comedy. Libra 22 is 
artistic and 24 is musical, while 25 com- 
pletes the trinity as the degree of litera- 
ture. The 23rd degree of this sign is the 
degree of hope and it certainly makes us 
wish that in these days everyone had 
planets there. 

A less favorable character is that of 
Libra 26, which rules detectives, and of 27 
which is said to be a degree of consumption. 
Libra 28 has quite a favorable connotation, 
as it is called the degree of hospitality. I 
have mentioned the fact that my Moon is 
in Libra and this is its degree. I have 
always been very fond of parties, entertain- 
ing, and I enjoy having people in my home 
very much. 28 Libra is also known as the 
degree of hair. This finishes our survey of 
the degrees in Libra. 

However, I would like to add a point 
which I request our readers to study. In 
his latest book on the influence of the de- 
grees, Maurice Wemyss has told us that 
the degrees of the signs indicate ages. He 
gives the approximate age equivalent of 
the degrees of the Zodiac. According to 
him 0 Aries and 0 Libra to 30 Aries and 
30 Libra indicate 25 to 36 years of age. 
0 Aries and 0 Libra to 2 Aries and 2 Libra 
showing 36 to 35 years of age. It will be 
seen that these ages vary inversely with the 
number of degrees of each sign. In some 
checking which I have done, I have found 
this to be of considerable value. The re- 
sults, however, are still in the experimental 
stage. 

SCORPIO 

We now pass to the consideration of the 
eighth sign of the Zodiac, Scorpio. This is 
a fixed water sign, and it is the 8th sign of 
the Zodiac and it rules the eighth house. 
Its ruler is Mars. We have already spoken 
of the association of the signs with races. 
There may be some confusion in the eyes 
of students, who are not familiar with 
Theosophical classification, as to the ques- 
tion of races. This confusion arises from 
the differentiation of terms because we may 
be in one family race, in another sub-race, 
and another group race. The race which 
is now forming in America, according to 
Theosophical ideas, will be ruled by Sag- 
ittarius and will be the sixth family race 
of the fifth sub-race of the Aryan fifth 
group race. 

It is said that the fifth race began in 
Asia in the fifth period of the fourth race 


and continues today. The third race began 
by being great and ending in degradation, 
but the fourth race was on a plane by itself, 
The fifth race is on the same plane as the 
third race. What the third race went 
through, the fifth race will also go through, 
but it will be in the opposite order. We 
have already stated that the third race 
began by being great and ended in degrada. 
tion. Therefore, as the fifth race goes 
through the same process as the third race 
did, it is logical to suppose that the fifth 
race or Scorpio begins in a small way and 
progresses. 

The Secret Doctrine bears us out in this 
idea and says that the fifth race was in. 
structed by teachers from a plane corre 
sponding to the third race, but that, as 
they grew older, they asserted their in- 
dividuality and thought and acted for them- 
selves. It is well worth our while to devote 
a considerable amount of time to the con- 
sideration of this fifth race, since the 
world’s development and its immediate past 
correspond to this race. This development 
has passed through almost five of its seven 
periods in different parts of the world. Its 
sixth great period is now beginning for it ff 
here in America. ° 

I have spoken of the teachers who in- 
struct the races. These are said to be “ku- 
maras” or the virgin youths who have sacri- 
ficed themselves for the good of humanity. 
Only four of these have reincarnated. As 
we have said that the third race began by 
being great and ended in degradation, and 
that the fifth race would correspond to the 
third race in a reverse order, let us hope 
that the fifth race, which began simply, will 
end by being great. 

According to the Secret Doctrine, we are 
now in the fifth sub-race of the fifth group 
race of the Fourth Round. The first race of 
the Fourth Round was mahatic, of the uni- 
versal mind, and as Cancer was the sign 
which developed a breath body in the First 
Round, so now it begins the Round as 4 
breath, which represents the first race of the 
Fourth Round. The second race, Leo, of 
the Fourth Round was pranic, life, which 
was the body developed in the Second 
Round. The third race of the Fourth Round 
was astral, the design or form correspond- 
ing to Virgo, the body developed in the 
Third Round. The fourth race of the 
Fourth Round was kama-manasic, desire- 
mind which was the Atlantean or sex body, 
Libra. The fifth race of the Fourth Round 
is the Aryan, which has the desire prit- 
ciple, Scorpio, which will be the lowest body 
of the Fifth Round, The sixth race, Sag- 
ittarius, is the one now forming, whose 
lowest principle will be lower manasi¢, 
thought. 
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Scorpio is one of the most interesting and 
powerful signs of the Zodiac. The old 
astrologers were inclined to be very hard 
upon it and it was sometimes known as the 
accursed sign. For myself, I do not be- 
lieve that any sign is good or bad; they all 
have their function. It is well for us to 
remember that each of us has every sign 
of the Zodiac in his horoscope anyhow. 
Maud Margesson, in “Astrology in Epi- 
gram,” gives this quotation in describing 
Scorpio: “It is given unto you to know the 
mysteries.” St. Matthew 13:11. She also 
gives as a quotation from Shakespeare that 
line from Henry VI, “Smooth run the 
waters where the brook is deep.” 

A peculiar fact may be noted about Scor- 
pio. I consider it as being a success sign. 
By this I mean this sign is so sure of itself, 
so self-centered, and so concentrated that 
it usually puts over whatever it starts to 
do. This is the reason that we find it quoted 
where occupation is concerned, as, in any 
and every occupation, whatever it does, it 
does with a will. 

Among the virtues and traits of Scorpio 
are strength, fortitude, passionate devotion 
in love and friendship, and as passionate 
hatred. This sign has great personal mag- 
netism and healing power. 
variously charged with cruelty, cunning, 
and abuse of personal influence. Mr. Car- 
ter calls it the sign of Cosmic purpose. He 
says that its delusion is anarchy and from 
this comes the fault of rebelliousness. 

The fixed stars in Scorpio are not as 
well known or of as dramatic a character 
as are the fixed stars in Libra. Perhaps 
this is because several of them have a south- 
ern declination and three of very far 
southern declination. So, as they doi not 
come within the sphere of our eye under 
ordinary circumstances, they are not as 
much talked of and we have not the tradi- 
tion handed down about them. My own 
theory about the operation of fixed stars 
is that in the charts of those who travel to 
other localities, the stars of the southern 
hemisphere operate regardless of their 
southern declination in the horoscope of 
northern born individuals. I also believe 
that wherever you are born, if you are an 
International character, your stars will 
operate. Therefore we take individuals, 
like King Edward VIII of England, who has 
traveled so widely, as our examples. He 
has in his chart some southern declination 
stars prominently and importantly placed. 
These stars, I am convinced, work as well 
as if he were born in a southern declina- 
tion. He is not a character belonging to 
one portion of the world alone. 

Carrying this matter further, I may say 
that I believe that the fixed stars have a 


It has been, 


great deal to do with the exercise of our 
free will. Those who live international 
lives, according to my idea, use their free 
will to a greater extent. I also believe that 
our own consciousness is changing as we 
are becoming internationally minded. There- 
fore, it seems to me that in the future men 
and women who live up to their highest pos- 
sibilities will be more and more benefited by 
the possibilities of their fixed star horo- 
scopes. 

In illustration of this point, I will refer 
again to the horoscope of England’s inter- 
nationally minded new sovereign. He has 
Aquarius rising and is certainly a typical 
Aquarian, The ruler of Aquarius, Uranus, 
is placed in the sign Scorpio. It is in con- 
junction with the great fixed star Acrux 
which is known as Alpha Crucis or the first 
star in the Southern Cross. This is a triple 
star and the brightest star in the Southern 
Cross. It is a first magnitude star of the 
nature of Jupiter. This beautiful star gives 
religious beneficence, ceremonial, justice, 
magic and mystery, and is frequently prom- 
inent in the horoscopes of astrologers and 
occultists. At the time of King Edward’s 
birth, it was in the ninth house of his horo- 
scope and in trine aspect to his Moon which 
is rising in the sign Pisces. Certainly the 
king’s far-flung travels as Prince of Wales 
will stand him in great good stead in know- 
ing the problems of the people of his em- 
pire and in aiding in their solution. In 
this case, there is no doubt in my mind that 
this southern star works fully, satisfac- 
torily and constantly. The position of the 
ruler of the horoscope in conjunction with 
it will show forth in the future as it has in 
the past. It has been said that the new 
king is interested in occult subjects, and I 
do not doubt that this is a fact. 

Alpha Crucis is one of the twenty bright- 
est stars in the heavens. Among these 
twenty brightest stars, there are five so 
far south that they cannot be seen in our 
latitude. These five stars are Alpha Cru- 
cis, or Acrux, Alpha Centauri or Bungula 
in 28 Scorpio 28, Beta Centauri in 22 Scor- 
pio 43, Canopus and Achernar. Achernar 
is a very good star as far as astrological 
significance is concerned. In some parts 
of Florida and Texas, it can be seen low 
in the south for a short time in the eve- 
ning and Canopus, which is a little farther 
north, can be seen a somewhat longer time 
and higher up in the sky. All five of these 
stars can be seen in Cuba. 

Turning to the systematic consideration 
of the Scorpio fixed stars we find that 
Princeps, a third magnitude star of the 
nature of Mercury and Saturn, is in 2 Seor- 
pio 2. Khambalia, a fourth magnitude star 
of the nature of Mercury and Mars, is in 
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5 Scorpio 45. Neither of these stars is 
very well known or much understood in 
astrological literature. We have already 
spent a considerable amount of time in the 
consideration of Acrux in 10 Scorpio 46, 
which has south latitude of more than 62 
degrees. Very near to it, as far as longi- 
tude is concerned, is Alphecca, of the na- 
ture of Mercury and Venus. It, however, 
has northern declination. 

The North and South Scale are both with 
southern declinations but they are not far 
south. These two stars are both well known 
and considerably talked of in astrology. 
The South Scale in 13 Scorpio 58, is usually 
considered to have an adverse influence, 
while the North Scale is considered better. 
The North Scale is situated in 18 Scorpio 
15 and has the nature of Jupiter and Mer- 
cury, while older writers called the South 
Scale of the nature of Saturn and Mars. 

Another little known star is placed in 
Scorpio, 20-56. Perhaps it is so little 
known because it has a definitely unpleas- 
ant significance. It is situated in the con- 
stellation of the Serpent and is said to have 
the nature of Mars and Saturn. Unukal- 
hai is said to give immorality, accidents, 
violence, and danger of poison. With vari- 
ous planets, it has different unpleasant 
meanings, Outside of this, it seems to be 
all right. 

We now turn to two of those very beauti- 
ful stars of southern declination with which 
we denizens of the northern sphere should 
try to work. I am of the opinion that by 
tuning in with Cosmic forces, by becoming 
international, and by keying ourselves to 
all the best that there is in the universe, 
we can develop our contacts with those 
beautiful bodies of the southern hemisphere 
in such a way that we will be greatly 
helped by them. 

To me, it is among the possibilities that 
with the development of radio, by which 
we hear the human voice from the other 
side of the world, and with the development 
of air travel, which lets us be transported 
quickly to far away lands, we are chang- 
ing our consciousness. Surely we can now 
take advantage of all the good in all the 
nations of the world. Let us build this good 
into our lives and let us use it. We use the 
fruits, the products, and the jewels from 
the far, far corners of the world. Let us 
take to ourselves their good, and build it 
into our own consciousness. Thus, I believe, 
we can improve our lives. To my mind, 
mediation on the splendid fixed stars of the 
southern hemisphere cannot fail to be of 
great benefit to us. 

Agena is of the nature of Venus and 
Jupiter and is placed in 22 Scorpio 43 with 
a southern declination and latitude. It is 


of the nature of Jupiter and Venus. [t 
gives position, friendship, refinement, mor. 
ality, health, and honor. Bungula in 2 
Scorpio 28 is also a first magnitude star 
with southern declination, of the nature of 
Venus and Jupiter. It is said to have borne 
the ancient name Toliman, meaning the 
heretofore and hereafter. I think that a 
great deal more consideration should be 
given to the influence of this star in horo 
scopes than has been given, because it is 
the nearest star to us upon this earth. It 
is sometimes called Proxima on account of 
its nearness, but this name is not generally 
used. To me it is a very comforting idea 
that a star with such a beautiful meaning 
is the nearest to us. It is very interesting 
to observe that. there is a distinct tie-up 
between the fixed stars in the last degrees 
of Scorpio and their accredited meanings 
and the significance of the last degrees of 
Scorpio as given by Alan Leo. 

We now take up the character of each 
degree of Scorpio as given by Alan Leo,

When we take up the consideration of the 
individual degrees of Scorpio, we find it 
very interesting. I have spoken already of 
the excellent character of the fixed stars in 
the last decanate of Scorpio, stars of the 
southern hemisphere. We might naturally 
consider that there would be many degrees 
indicative of bitterness, arrant power, and 
high-handedness in Scorpio. In a certain 
part this is true. 1 Scorpio being of a very 
passionate and sensuous nature. 

I believe that I have not noted the fact 
that Scorpio has, by many writers, had 
Pluto assigned to it as a ruler. We have 
not been able as yet to make a definite, well- 
authenticated assignment of Pluto as a 
ruler of a sign, however. 

Scorpio 3 is given as a degree of plot. 
One of the most interesting degrees in the 
whole Zodiac is Scorpio 6. This is a de- 
gree of the occultist and the healer. When 
combined with Cancer, and Capricorn 8 
afflicted, these are often found in the horo-, 


scopes of criminals. This degree of Scorpio 
6 denotes that which is slippery, but also 
that which is soothing, and it has often 
been described as allied to the serpent. A 
study of the horoscopes of many healers 
shows this degree prominent. Nurse Cavell, 
born at Norwich on the 4th of December 
1865 at 2:30 a.m., had Saturn, ruler of the 
Fourth, in Scorpio 7 well aspected. Famous 
doctors and surgeons of past time lived and 
did their work when Scorpio 6 was promi- 
nent in the heavens. John Locke, the phil- 
osopher, who started his career as a doctor, 
was born the 29th of August (O. S.) 1632, 
with Neptune in Scorpio 6 trine the Moon. 

When we connect certain degrees of the 
Zodiae with certain illnesses, we find neu- 
rasthenia attributed to Scorpio 10. 12 to 
16 of Scorpio are connected with business. 
Scorpio 16 is called a degree of growth and 
Scorpio 13 is connected with air pressure. 

Scorpio 18 has been attributed to appen- 
dicitis and the bronehial tubes are said to 
be ruled by Scorpio 21. 16 and 17 Scorpio 
are degrees of painting and music. 19 Scor- 
pio, in connection with Venus and Uranus, 
is said to rule animal life. 

We are now coming toward the locality 
of those splendid fixed stars in the end of 
Scorpio. Let me mention the fact here that 
a great many very rich women (I quote 
women because I happen to have their 
dates) have planets in the latter part of 
Scorpio. There are some fixed stars there 
which give riches, but I do not know ex- 
actly why. The birth dates of some of 
America’s greatest heiresses bring the Sun 
in the latter part of Scorpio. 

25 Scorpio has often been considered, 
however, as a very unfortunate degree. 
Note Alan Leo’s interpretation of it. It is 
said to give dumbness and also to rule al- 
cohol. On the contrary, 27 Scorpio is a 
degree of literature and is considered a fine 
degree. It is also the degree of memory 
and we find it an interesting fact that 
memory and literature are attributed to 
the same degrees. Can it be that the au- 
thor and the inspired writer read the mem- 
ory of nature? Next to this we find 28 
Scorpio as governing brewers, a let down. 

I have spoken already of the ages at- 
tributed to the degrees of Libra. Certain 
degrees and ages are also attributed to 
Scorpio, but doubtless some day we will 
know more of these correspondences. The 
degrees of 0 Scorpio to 30 Scorpio and of 0 
Taurus to 30 Taurus are attributed to the 
same ages. These ages are from 13 to 24. 
As I have remarked about Libra, students 
will do well to check up on this. 

This finishes our consideration of Libra 
and Scorpio. Let me repeat my plea that

A TRUE AQUARIAN—the vocal spirit of an 
era of social change—FRANKLIN DE- 
LANO ROOSEVELT was born at Hyde 
Park, New York, on January 30, 1882. 
According to his gracious mother’s diary, 
her only child made his first “inaugural 
address” at 8:45 in the evening of that day. 


During a lifetime—now striking “fifty- 
four”—Franklin Roosevelt has impressively 
fulfilled the potentialities of his cosmic pat- 
tern as revealed in his horoscope. At his 
birth, the Sun was in Aquarius. That con- 
figuration has been the psychological con- 
stant in his development. It has endowed 
and dominated him—and has made him, in- 
escapably, the channel for evolutionary and 
revolutionary and progressive social trends. 

The overmastering Aquarian influence 
explains the President Roosevelt of March 
4th, 19383—delivering his latest inaugural 
address in the language of a prophet. At 
that climax of his career, he might be de- 








scribed in the language of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson: 


“The passive master lent his hand 
To the vast Soul that o’er him planned.”

Each of us is recognizable through a psy- 





chological constant. But this distinguish- 
ing characteristic is peculiarly worth recog- 
nizing and registering in the case of a man 
whose individual unfolding is so closely 
identified with the career of a nation in 
crisis and in the throes of progressive social 
change. 

Even if he had not become President— 
under whatever conditions—F ranklin Roose- 
velt could not choose but be Aquarian, an 
effective medium for the universal—and the 
definitely American—tendency to humani- 
tarianism,

The traditional Aquarian is forward 
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looking regarding whatever department of 
life to which he gives paramount attention 
and interest. With Mr. Roosevelt, there- 
fore, his Aquarianism is political. What 
Edison (also an Aquarian) did in his labo- 
ratory with elements and substances, the 
President has endeavored to do in the ex- 
perimental method—using men’s fears and 
hopes as material out of which could be 
created a finer social structure. 

Again, in the spirit of the experimental 
scientist, your true Aquarian—and that still 
is Franklin Delano Roosevelt—will recant 
his views or surrender his theories (or their 
embodiment in laws) if they do not “work.” 
However, the joy of the Aquarian, in the 
contemplation of his large purpose and mag- 
nificent vision, may actually prevent his 
sensing the immediacy necessary to concrete 
accomplishment.

It remains to be said, in general, for the 
Aquarian (and, of course, the President is 
to be held in mind as a beautiful example) 
he is essentially a non-conformist, a social 
idealist.

With Venus in Aquarius, his inborn 
humanitarian progressive impulses are ac- 
cented in their emotional aspects. He makes 
friends easily. (Note his habitual radio 
salutation: “My friends!” and his formula- 
tion of a world-wide policy-of relationship 
in his ideal of “The Good Neighbor’) and 
always his speeches emphasize the ancient 
idea of “I am my brother’s keeper.” It is 
interesting to register the revival of this 
concept under Aquarian auspices, 

With a square aspect between Venus and 
Saturn, however, an austere, restrictive in- 
fluence may often restrain his temperamen- 
tal outflowing; may bring a sacrifice of im- 
pulses, that are emotional, to severe duty; 
May even bring a sense of solitude—the 
inherent tragedy of individual life. 

His Ruler, Mercury, is also in Aquarius. 
This provides a distinctly intellectual back- 
ing to his progressive humanitarian im- 
pulse. His Mercury in trine to Mars, pow- 
erfully affects his mentality; gives great 
vigor to his mental faculties in action; in 
Politics, provides the ability to see the weak- 
nesses of an opponent and the ability to 
capitalize on them. However, this very 
facility may encourage a self-confidence re- 
sulting in rashness and involving menace 
to his own position. This trine of Mercury 
to Mars, operating from the fifth to the 
tenth house, covers with a dramatic cast the 
expression of his relations to the public. 
Hence, the sure showmanship in President 
Roosevelt’s public activity. 


His chart reveals Virgo, 23 degrees, on 
the Ascendant. This should assure an ana- 
lytical, discriminating attitude, and it makes 
him the practical worker of marked intel- 
lectual originality. (Uranus rising.) 

The true Virgo always SERVES. Frank- 
lin Roosevelt, therefore, not only seeks to 
serve his Nation, but to be a servant of 
Cosmic Good. Virgo gives a keen gense of 
the rightness of things. Hence, the Presi- 
dent’s determination to distribute social jus- 
tice. He cannot tolerate starvation or suf- 
fering or inequity in any part of the social 
structure. His discriminating sense tells 
him that lack is not rational in the midst 
of plenty. 

Virgo makes him industrious and bestows 
keen critical faculty. His faith in a new 
social order (Aquarius) would be to him 
futile without “works” and the doing of the 
job (Virgo) so that the dream of a finer 
social regime may become a FUNCTION- 
ING REALITY.: In the sphere of practical 
economics, he would be bound to have un- 
usual (Uranus) enthusiasm for the dignity 
of human labor and for its symbol—the 
money earned. But more strongly, for 
money earned (Taurus) by the people 
(Aquarius), with a corresponding hostility 
towards that which does not establish secur- 
ity in our social structure. 

Uranus, rising in Virgo, indicates that he 
is one in advance of his own time and a re- 
forming pioneer—naturally he is beyond 
the understanding of the average and is not 
acceptable to those who are wedded to the 
past or present. 

Marked stability of character, firmness of 
spirit, Le neg and patience in meeting 
and overcoming obstacles, a bullish irre- 
sistibility—all these stubborn, fighting qual- 
ities are contributed to Roosevelt through 
the position of Saturn in Taurus. Inciden- 
tally, this configuration in the eighth house 
would prompt austerity and conservatism 
towards foreign financial affairs. 

A fine influence is to be expected from his 
Neptune in Taurus. This should bring an 
intuitive sense of the practical; should move 
him to make the spiritual faculty “work,” 
and to try to counteract the effects of gross 
materialism. It is this Neptune in Taurus 
point that endows with capacity to under- 
stand, IMAGINATIVELY, the importance 
of the daily needs of human beings. Only 
transcendent mystics can think spiritually 
on an empty stomach. Roosevelt’s intuitive 
drive is to provide and to give forth gener- 
ously. (Taurean points.) 

As:a qualifying influence, we must note 
the meaning of his Neptune squaring his 
Sun. This bestows an eager receptivity to 
ideas without, perhaps, the corresponding 
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executive requirements. For instance, an 
Idea, as such, is so real, subjectively, that it 
is actually a reality to him. Neptune 
square the Sun sees the dream as Accom- 
plished Fact—the necessary steps in making 
this an objective reality may, however, not 
always be clear. 

Neptune in Taurus SEES the vision; 
Saturn in Taurus should give him the abil- 
ity to embody it. Perhaps the President’s 
practical difficulty has come to him mainly 
through ineffectual, inefficient “partner- 
ships’—meaning the members of his Cab- 
inet, his partners pro tem. (Neptune ruler 
of the seventh, square his Sun.) 

That President Roosevelt obeys the im- 
pulse to extend stability to increasing num- 
bers and elements of society is explained by 
his Jupiter in Taurus. Hence his progres- 
sive social economics. He is temperamen- 
tally the constructive builder—the good 
provider on a national scale. This configur- 
ation makes him affectionate and generous, 
a grand host, with love of home and lots 
of good food. Probably, as a child, he was 
often found emerging from the jelly closet 
with face and fingers “jammed.” 

The same Jupiterian-Taurian expansive- 
ness prompts his exuberant spending of 
public moneys. Jupiter squaring his Sun 
moves the President to sponsor unconven- 
tional causes; provides youthful, buoyant, 
creative freshness of viewpoint; inclines him 
to even blind optimism that may prevent 
practical results and cause social entangle- 
ment and loss. 

Two favoring trines are to be noted. 
Uranus trines Jupiter. This stimulates such 
qualities as geneorsity, leadership, spend- 
thriftiness, liberality of mind, enthusiasm 
for causes, ability to make his point of view 
contagious—even gives him a capacity for 
fanaticism. Nevertheless, it is a point 
through which intuitive genius may be ex- 
pressed. 

Uranus also trines Neptune. Another 
accent giving intuitive faculty; convinces 
him of the correctness and wisdom of the 
service he seeks to render. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, as Secretary of the Navy, is ex- 
plained by the conjunction of Jupiter and 
Neptune. This indicates a deep love of the 
sea. More than that, his profound hu- 
manity and his essential religiousness. 

The Moon in Cancer in the tenth house. 
This represents the sentimental and emo- 
tional aspects of his public expression. 
Cancer suggests a kind of “maternal” atti- 
tude towards the people. Anyhow, his 
“pull” with the mass (Moon) is the re- 
sponse to his own spirit. He will be always 
remembered and held emotionally in the 
thought of the people. Moon in Cancer also 


indicates unusual devotion to his own 
mother. Saturn being sextile to his Moon 
appears to secure, for the President, the 
permanence of his favorable relations with 
the masses. Also it is likely to fix his place 
in the affectionate regard of future genera- 
tions as one of the most human and humane 
of our Presidents. He is the Aquarian 
channel through which the new possibilities 
are pouring’ in. 

A practical gift of the stellar gods is be- 
stowed by the combination of Mars in 
Gemini in the tenth house! What a sign 
par excellence of the practical politician! 
A forceful, effective, dynamic fighter—quick 
to see another point of view (Gemini) and 
to change his base, to fight along new lines, 
A point of complete adaptability to new 
necessities. 

All in all, the good stars met in his horo- 
scope,

8 ORDER to arrive at any true under- 
standing of the nature of the planets, it is 
necessary that we delve into the archives 
of the past and ascertain the origin of the 
symbolism; and to find the qualities those 
ancient Brethren of the Light or Magi— 
as they are referred to in the Bible, wished 
to portray. In this, if we have obeyed that 
admonition of the Ancient Masons—and 
“Turned to the Book of Nature” we are 
much assisted by our findings. While seem- 
ingly complex in its many variations and 
phases—we are forced ultimately in our re- 
searches to arrive at a few fundamental 
Laws underlying the entire structure, And 
also to arrive at the conclusion that the 
seeming complexity is partially deliberate 
—to conceal from the eyes of the profane— 
true understanding. And in this article, 
no less than in the archives of nature—will 
the purely selfish soul—find nothing. Those 
whose eyes have started to open will per- 
ceive the key to a better understanding 
of the Esoteric Symbolism—portrayed in 
simple terms—easily grasped by any erudite 
student of Astrology and of Natural Law. 
©—The Sun and its Symbol. The Ancients 
used but three elements in arriving at the 
Planetary symbols. The Circle of Spirit. 
The Crescent of Soul. The Cross of Matter. 
The Sun—corresponding to the Power 
Urges in the human system—is depicted by 
the Circle of Spirit. Symbolizing the all 
embracing nature of deity—and the dot in 
the center—the potentiality of that spirit. 
Since a dot contains the potentiality of all 
possible lines and forms. The dot also re- 
lates to the individual Ego of Man—in an 
undifferentiated state—and as circled by 
Spirit or Diety—that in Deity is contained 
all things. It also corresponds to the Orange 
Ray of the Solar Spectrum. 

%—The Moon and its Symbol. Representing 
the Un-conscious mind—and by its shape 
the feminine receptive principle in nature 
~even as the Sun represents the masculine 
Positive principle. It is the Crescent of 
a single soul—the circle is not complete 
any more than man or woman alone is com- 
plete. It corresponds to the Astral body 


of man or woman—and to the Green Ray 
of the Solar Spectrum, and the Domestic 
Urges. 

+ —The Earth is always Symbolized by the 
Cross of matter—and it corresponds to ma- 
terial expression, the four angles of the 
horoscope—and the experiences that are 
embraced therein, which are necessary to 
master—before freedom can be attained. 
Its Color is Black—and this gives us a key 
to the fact, that as long as man’s eyes are 
blinded by the blackness of matter—he will 
not perceive the guiding light of higher 
realms, 

%—Mercury. Here we have a union of the 
Circle of Spirit—The Crescent of Soul and 
the Cross of Matter. Mercury was anciently 
called Hermes. It is the planet of MIND— 
has rulership over man’s Spiritual Body— 
and well symbolizes by the arrangement of 
the symbol, that the Union of the mind to 
the Spirit—is necessary to gain a Spiritual 
Body—through using the intellect in the 
experiences with matter. The surmounting 
of the circle by the crescent, representing 
the heights possible to attain through in- 
telligent use of the will. Mercury corres- 
ponds to the Violet Ray in the Solar Spec- 
trum and the Intellectual Urges. 

?—In Lady Venus—we have the cross of 
matter surmounted by the circle of spirit 
but with the crescent of Soul or mind miss- 
ing. Thus the ancients expressed in the 
language of Universal Symbolism—the fact 
that Love is Blind to Material defects— 
and moves on impulse. Also the depths that 
unreasoning Love can lead one into. Venus 
rules the ‘Astral Body of man along with 
the Moon—the absence of the crescent of 
Soul—symbolizing the plane where union 
of the factors of matter and the factors of 
Spirit must take place in order to progress 
higher. She corresponds to the Social 
Urges, and to the Yellow Ray of the Solar 
Spectrum. 

&—Mars. To express the nature of Mars— 
the Masters of Old—surmounted the circle 
of Spirit—with the Cross of Matter—well 
symbolizing his correspondence to The 
Animal Soul—and the impulsive nature of 
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Mars. Since his composition is the exact 
opposite of that of Venus—we have also 
symbolized the terrific attraction set up 
between two of the opposite sex who have 
these planets in Conjunction. Also the ar- 
rangement depicts the burial beneath the 
blackness of matter—of those who use the 
energies furnished by Mars to satisfy ma- 
terial ambition alone. He has rulership 
over the Aggressive Urges and corresponds 
to the Red Ray of the Solar Spectrum. And 
I see Red-—is Mars in the lower aspects. 
In the higher, he is pictured in Mythology 
as Vulcan in the heart of the Volcano— 
utilizing the Internal Fires—to force his 
iron into usable instruments. 

4% —Jupiter—has the crescent of Soul sur- 
mounting the cross of matter, well sym- 
bolizing the largess distributed by Jupiterian 
persons—yet since the Circle of Spirit is 
absent in this combination—the motive for 
distribution is seldom to attain spiritual 
values, but to relieve material conditions 
in his higher side. He has rulership over 
the Etheric Body of Man—the intermediate 
body that transmits impulses from the 
physical to the Astral—or Soul body. Cor- 
responds to the Purple Ray of the Solar 
Spectrum and to the Religious Urges. 
Royal Purple is a typical Jupiterian ex- 
pression—even as he is the Planet of 
Royalty. 

h —Saturn—here the Cross of Matter is 
surmounting the Crescent of Soul express- 
ing well Saturnine proclivities. Material 
ambition since all thought is subservient 
to the Cross. Also representing that with- 
out change—no spiritual progress can be 
made. And he rules the Physical Body— 
which is quite natural. Corresponds to the 
Safety Urges and to the Blue Ray of the 
Solar Spectrum. Even as the yellow ray is 
expressive of sunlight playing over the 
leaves of plants and when seen thus carries 
a joyous quality inviting one to play. So 
the Blue Ray of Saturn in its more adverse 
aspects—seems muddy and depressing—we 
may expect typical Saturnine morbid 
thoughts to take form with the expression 
—“T’ve got the BLUES.” 

i —Uranus—derived his symbol,—not as 
one writer so confidently expressed—from 
the initial of Herschel—but because the 
ancients in expressing his nature so formed 
it. Here we have two souls united in com- 
mon endeavor—for Material Purposes— 
since the cross of matter surmounts the 
circle of spirit. And since Uranus is an 
intellectual Planet—the octave expression 


of Mercury—we can expect some new addi- 
tion to common mercurial thoughts in the 
symbol of Uranus. The Union of two souls 
represents the principle of Polarity—posi- 
tive male soul united to the feminine nega- 
tive female soul—thus well symbolizing that 
in Intellectual realms the union of sexed 
thoughts is necessary to give birth to new 
ideas. It is no wonder that he is so prom- 
inent in the charts of all great inventors, 
And as an intellectual function, he has 
rulership over Intuition—since the Circle 
of Spirit is beneath the cross—we may ex- 
pect this to be a function of the Astral 
mind, and it is a reasoning process carried 
on in the Un-conscious Mind. He corres- 
ponds to the Individualistic Urges—that 
drive man on to new endeavors and dis- 
coveries and to the Color Dazzlirig White 
—in which all possible variations are po- 
tential. He is expressed in the Biblical ae- 
count of Ezekiels-Wheel. Ezek. 1:15. 

’ _Neptune—the octave expression of 
Venus is represented by the two souls 
united on the cross of matter—(physical 
world) for Spiritual purposes. And the 
circle of Spirit surmounting the Cross of 
matter represents the heights attainable 
through the union of the polar opposites 
for this purpose—when bonded together by 
the spiritualized affeetional nature repre- 
sented by the application of intellect to 
Venusian Love. Representing the changing 
iridescence of pure colors flowing and blend- 
ing with each other—for does not the Utop- 
ian Urges of Neptune give one the picture 
of all humanity united in harmonious Uni- 
versal Brotherhood. And in the symbol 
of Neptune—the Initiate—finds all of its 
qualities expressed. 

&—Pluto. What a diversity of symbols 
Astrologers without understanding the lan- 
guage of Universal symbolism have at- 
tempted to give this latest addition to our 
modern planetary chain. Yet they will all 
come in time—to the symbol that is truly 
expressive of his nature. He is by no means 
new—because our ancient brothers had ac- 
curate knowledge of this Planet and his 
nature.

I read this letter to you.

Answer: This case parallels in a curious 
manner the case of Z. P. S., discussed on 
page 12 of our April issue. 


Furthermore, it would seem to offer ad- 
ditional confirmation of our findings in re- 
gard to the 25th degree of Scorpio not that 
we consider this degree to be the sole factor 
in this case. The square from the sun in 
25 Leo and a conjunction of Mars and Mer- 
cury in the last decan of Virgo, under afilic- 
tion from Neptune, would also appear to be 
worthy of consideration, 

However, the major importance of the 
last decan of Scorpio is emphasized by the 
position of Mars during the first two weeks 
of September 1935 when this condition was 
developing. 


HORARY CHARTS 


Question: In constructing a hocrary chart, 
which method do you consider the most ac- 
curate? Using the planet and their degrees 
in the natal chart, or using the planets as 
they are at the moment the question is 
asked, in the Heavens? One widely known 
astrologer used the first method as I under- 
stand it, and another as widely known uses 
the latter. Is there any special literature 
on the delineation of the Horary chart? 
af 50, what is the price and where can I get 
it? 

Answer: We consider it necessary to use 
both the transiting and the natal planets in 
order to get a reliable reading from a 
Horary chart insofar as any particular in- 
dividual is concerned. If, however, one of 
these were to be given precedence I would 
judge that, insofar as the immediate circum- 
stances are concerned, we should attach 
much more importance to the transits as 
indicating general conditions that must be 
met. The house positions of the natal plan- 
ets in the Horary chart would indicate the 
attitude of the individual toward these con- 
ditions. 


ILLEGITIMACY 


Question: What particular aspect in a 
chart would indicate that the native whose 
chart was being read was born out of wed- 
lock? How about the ascendant squaring 
both the tenth and fourth cusps and also a 
malefic squaring or opposing the ascendant 
from the fourth and tenth houses? 

Answer: We would hesitate to predicate 
illegitimacy upon the aspects you mention, 
principally because we consider such aspects 
as by no means reliable indicators. : 

We are inclined to attach much more Im- 
portance to conjunctions and oppositions 
and the actual placements of planets im 
certain departments of the chart and par- 
ticularly on the house cusps. 

As a matter of fact we consider that there 
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is essentially only one aspect—the conjunc- 
tion. Every other aspect is evolved from 
that one and may be read as a modification 
thereof. The conjunction from that point 
of view is therefore a most powerful influ- 
ence in a chart. We can consider the de- 
velopment of the other aspects—sextiles, 
squares, trines, etc.—as a gradual unfold- 
ment of the forces released through the con- 
junction up to a complete unfoldment or 
fulfillment under the opposition. Thus the 
evolution of an event as it proceeds from 
its commencement with the conjunction to 
the fulfillment with the opposition and then 
back to the conjunction again, may be con- 
sidered an expression of the rhythm that 
pervades all nature, expressed also through 
the rhythmic expansion and contraction of 
the lungs as the breath is inhaled and ex- 
haled alternately, the systole and diastole 
of the heart, the rhythmic swing of the 
tides, etc. Which is perhaps what Shake- 
speare had in mind when he wrote “There 
is a tide in the affairs of man which taken 
at the flood leads on to fortune.” 

We might suggest that you refer to 
pages 27-29 inclusive of the April, 1934, 
issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY wherein this 
theory was developed in detail. 

Thus it would appear that if the condi- 
tions you have in mind were indicated by 
anything in a horoscope it ought to be indi- 
cated by a significant conjunction in some 
key position. It would seem reasonable that 
it might be indicated by some relationship 
existing hetween the sun and the moon in 
the horoscope, and while the exact refer- 
ence at the moment escapes me, I do remem- 
ber reading somewhere at one time, that the 
placement of the Part of Fortune, in the 
twelfth house indicates some mystery of 
birth which might conceivably mean illegiti- 
macy. This appears plausible because the 
Part of Fortune is in itself an integration 
of the sun, moon and ascendant, bearing the 
same relation to the ascendant as the moon 
does to the sun. Thus if a person should 
have his Part of Fortune in his twelfth 
house it would be necessary for him to be 
born at a time when the moon was ap- 
proaching the sun within approximately 
thirty degrees of the lunation. 

We would welcome further research along 
this line. 


JUST FOLKS 


To the Editor: 

As a ruby-throated hummingbird alights 
on our odorless western buds—for alas we 
don’t have many scented beauties what with 
so little overhead irrigation—so the AMERI- 
CAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE flits over news- 
Stands in California, and if one is not ac- 


customed to using seven-leagued boots— 
there is not a copy left for unpunctual 
would-be purchasers. I’ve heard more wails 
about not getting a copy of the “best in the 
field!” Of course, there’s always subscrip- 
tion to be had, but in toddling down this 
vale of sob-stuff many students can only 
afford two bits a month. And do they re- 
member the date on which the magazine 
appears on the stands? You should be in 
Los Angeles for there appears the answer 
to the rebus. 

In fact, a woman confided to me her losses 
and crosses—the magazine is_ gently 
snitched from her living room table by 
visitors. It’s not the “perversity of inani- 
mate objects” which causes the disappear- 
ance, but a few deft digits governed by a 
gentle cupidity. If at home, my copy is 
concealed. In a bus or tram—some curious 
cuss drapes himself over my shoulder and 
feels sore if I read too rapidly. 

The correspondences between astrology 
and graphology beguile me. For instance, 
a Pisces correspondent who uses initials 
“F, C” pens these just like the astrological 
symbol. A woman strongly Neptunian pens 
the Neptune trident in signature. Many an 
Aquarian pens the capital “I” like a half- 
finished cup—receptive, but you know how 
oft they leave unfinished ends in their ex- 
uberant, airy way. The Scorpio native 
sends me scripts replete with “Stingaree” 
“p’s,” the lower loop ending in a sharp 
needlepoint, all set for the jab. Many a 
Sagittarian writes the small “t” with an 
arrowheaded stroke atop instead of the 
straight cross-bar. The Libra subject who 
is evolved carefully pens said bars so that 
careful measurement betrays just as much 
length at right as left of the upright. In- 
dividuals with a benign and forcible Jupiter 
vibration pend the figure four as exact sym- 
bol of the planet. The Virgo native is so 
easily identified by his prim and prissy 
script—usually small. I’ve never found a 
Virgo who writes with florid flourishes or 
uneven spacings as to lines. And their 
“V’s” are perfect symbols, also. So many 
Gemini people write a two stroke “I,” show- 
ing the division at top, indicative of their 
after-thoughts and divided interests. 

But one like myself who only reads or 
hears lectures or lessons in astrology, is im- 
pressed with certain physical aspects which 
arouse one’s risibilities. I knew a civil en- 
gineer, Aries-native, whose face was the 
best replica of a sheep you ever saw. He 
wore gray suits, hats, spats, cravats and 
had gray eyes and hair. Of course, I have 
no idea of his rising sign, but you should 
have heard his mirthless “baa, baa, baa” 
which was supposed to be laughter. He 
began his remarks invariably with “The 
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facts are these” and you know one doesn’t 
argue with that type. Had good vision on 
material plane and believed what he saw, 
but rammed blindly into spac® when any 
abstract proposition was ‘brought to his 
notice. 

Then there’s that Taurus femme whose 
big brown eyes look as if freshly rolled in 
oil every morning. Her eyes protrude, too, 
and we all know that frogs croak inces- 
santly. Pop-eyed house-flies buzz like sixty, 
don’t they? These talkers invariably pen 
the tiny hook at word-beginnings which we 
term “the talkative hook’”—perhaps we can 
relate that to “in the BEGINNING was the 
word?” And how many times Taurus na- 
tives ask questions and then toddle off, 
not rudely, but with eyes on another pas- 
ture, without awaiting the answer. And 
they seem always to size up some one at an- 
other table when taken out to dine. Again 
it’s not discourtesy, but a bull-headed desire 
not to miss what is going on. Men have 
complained of this trait to me, in the dear 
deadlies of the species of that sign whom 
they had hope to interest at dinner. 

One of the queer Cancer men writes a 
hand swinging two ways for Sunday. He 
was an embalmer and bored friends to tears 
with dissertations on “the art and science 
of embalming.” He walked with one shoul- 
der ahead of himself—but was a superb 
swimmer. And how he could start argu- 
ments and then sidle out of them! Aggra- 
vating crustacean. 

How the Aquarians do love big urns on 
the lawns, on porches, or living room tables. 
So many of them do the expansive strokes 
which show the imayination let loose. Huge 
loops on upper and lower letters—and I 
wonder if your readers ever found these 
kindly folk given to exaggeration and 
hyperbole? I know one who fibs for the fun 
of it. Innocent indoor sport, not a vicious 
trait. But when one swells with imagina- 
tion, one surely will pen swelled letters. 

My experience with Sagittarians—among 
relatives and close friends—had been that 
they want a full larder. When one dines 
with such, one KNOWS one has dined. But 
they do love to keep a target in sight, and 
one of the boresome “Sadges” reiterated: 
“Keep this point in mind, I shall refer to it 
again.” You just could not forget the point 
because he was a real “that-reminds-me- 
column.” 

A witty Gemini friend once told me that 
her son-in-law had read a Kipling poem to 
her which he said covered her case—boiled 
down, the gist of it was that such love to 
turn a new page in life’s book, it may not 
be BETTER but it will be DIFFERENT. 

These natives also carry suddenly chang- 


ing writing slants—impulsive and then 
wary, chatty and oft reticent. 

One of my clients who had attracted kin 
in Capricorn said vehemently “I only pray 
God that I’ve passed through my Capnicorp 
incarnations, both male and female.” Did 
you ever notice how respectful they are un- 
der this sign? Employees oft given to use 
of “Sir” when addressing the Boss. And 
they just flock to our hiking clubs in the 
west—negotiating the hills and mountains 
like Alpine Goats. Most of them pen 
dynamic and every long t-bars and that’s 
the symbol of wanting your own way... 
and being so oft down on the thing you are 
not UP on. They are the interferingest 
sign I’ve contacted. And so you will find 
that “n’s” and “m’s” and some other small 
letters carry hooked noses at the top—curi- 
osity and butting in to others’ affairs. But 
cognizing the make-up, we may see the 
point in Uncle Mose’s statement “Ah loves 
de Lawd, but ah don’t fool wid Him.” It 
must be that they are full of good will to 
humanity and want to help out, ready to 
pull the plums generously out of the bread 
of life and pass it on whether you like such 
or not. 

And Leo can stare you out of countenance 
—not often do you see dropped eyelids, and 
the scripts are bold and direct and run up- 
hill optimistically. Their “I’s” have IT— 
strong, individual, with wide loops are their 
ego-letters unless functioning on a negative 
base. Lions on the lawns, lions crouched on 
side supports of steps rising to their big 
mansions in this west coast. Involuntarily, 
many pen circle-dots over small “i’s’— 
embryo suns. Of course, such dots are af- 
fectations and make the page look like a 
table-full of scattered doughnuts. Well, 
a rolling stone may not gather moss but the 
rolling pin gathers the dough and somehow, 
the strenuous Leo receives 99th hour salva: , 
tion when the outlook is ever so dark. 

In our eager striving for character un- 
foldment, I’m reminded of what a German 
woman of overworked virtues replied to her 
graphological analysis. “You say I am 
self-righteous, and so I am, I try to over- 
come it—yes, easy say, but much “DO” to 
it.

ORPHANS 


Question: Is there any aspect or place 
ment of a sign which would indicate death 
of a parent before the birth of an infant! 

Answer: We do not know of any method 
whereby the death of a parent prior to 4 
child’s birth may be revealed, and have 
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never had an occasion to investigate this 
matter to any extent. 

However, heavy afflictions to the fourth 
house, especially the placement of af- 
flicted planets in that house may usually be 
interpreted as indicating loss of parents in 
early life and the closer such planets are 
placed to the cusp of the fourth house the 
earlier in life the event takes place. 

Now, one might conceivably reason that 
if such planets were placed in the third 
house within orb of the cusp of the fourth, 
this might be taken to indicate the death of 
a parent prior to birth. However, this is 
purely theoretical, and we have no cases on 
record in substantiation thereof. We merely 
make the suggestion for what it may be 
worth to those who might be interested in 
investigating the matter. 

If a personal reference is in order I can 
cite my own chart as a case in point; 
Saturn and Uranus in conjunction, heavily 
afflicted within four degrees of the cusp of 
the fourth house and I was left an orphan 
at the age of four. 


SOLAR HOROSCOPES 


Dear Mr. Clancy: 

Astrologers wish that astrology might be 
recognized as a seience. Would it not be 
better to work to make astrology scientific, 
that it may be acknowledged as a science? 

Magazines such as American Astrology, 
Wynn’s Astrology, and Horoscope—I have 
not read any others—are the chief means 
for acquainting the public with and afford- 
ing it a general knowledge of astrology. 
Therefore, that the public may come to 
realize that Astrology is (?) a science, all 
predictions contained therein should of ne- 
cessity possess a fair degree of accuracy. 
A large portion of the reading matter in 
these magazines I have mentioned—Ameri- 
can Astrology, Wynn’s Astrology, Horo- 
scope—is given over to a feature that is of 
very questionable value and scientific basis. 
I refer to the Daily Guide feature, a daily 
prediction for each sign of the zodiac. Such 
predictions can appeal only to the imprac- 
tical dreamer, the wisher, for there are so 
many factors not taken into consideration, 
which either greatly modify or even nullify 
these predictions, that the possibility of 
their being of assistance to the reader is 
hardly one in a hundred. Locality, envir- 
onment, occupation and nativity must be 
taken into consideration if accurate and use- 
ful predictions are to be made. Making 
Predictions which take into consideration 
only the sign position of the reader’s sun 
is like selling to the average motorist, who 
has little knowledge of mechanics, a certain 


make of carburetor, claiming that it will in- 
crease the gas mileage, give added power 
for the hills, afford quicker acceleration in 
traffic, and add to the joy of motoring. 
There are several factors that may modify 
or even nullify these claims. The gas pump 
may be worn, or the gas line or strainer 
may be partly clogged, so that the carbure- 
tor does not get sufficient fuel; the ignition 
may be set to fire too late; the valves may 
be pitted or warped and improperly ad- 
justed; and the carburetor itself may not 
be properly adjusted for locality and grade 
of fuel used. Any one or all of these con- 
ditions will tend to modify or even nullify 
the results the motorist has been led to 
expect. Granted that the carburetor would 
produce the results claimed for it provided 
the other conditions were as they should 
be, do you suppose the motorist would be 
interested in the purchase of another car- 
buretor if these other conditions were such 
that his motor was performing properly? 

The person who is healthy and in the 
proper locality, environment and occupation 
will hardly be interested in the Daily Guide 
feature of an astrology magazine; unless 
the locality, environment, occupation and 
nativity are taken into consideration, the 
Daily Guide is of very doubtful value where 
the conditions surrounding his life are not 
as they should be. 

-There are great possibilities in astrology 
as a science, but until the true scientist is 
brought to a realization of and interest in 
the development of these possibilities, as- 
trology can hardly hope for recognition 
as a science, nor can it effect as it should a 
better individual and national relationship 
—the establishment of “peace on earth and 
good-will toward men.” 

I was born on November 14, 1895 at 11:40 
a.m., in Wilton, Me. I have had asthma 
the great part of the time since Nov. 4, 
1912, but expect to visit the Physical Cul- 
ture Health Recort as soon as I receive my 
bonus, and to be in excellent physical con- 
dition before the summer is over. I expect 
then to make a thorough study of astrology, 
that I may develop some of the possibilities 
therein.

We might, however, take this opportunity 
to remind Mr. Ziegler that the application 
of the words “reliable” and “sensible” to 
his activities, may be largely a matter of 
personal opinion. 

I sincerely hope that by the stand I have 
taken in this matter, that I have not con- 
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veyed the impression that I consider my- 
self superior to anyone else—or better— 
just different—and if I were to be more 
explicit I might say that perhaps the main 
point of difference is, that I am one of 
those peculiar individuals who does not be- 
lieve that the end justifies the means. 
Therefore, so long as Mr. Ziegler’s aims and 
methods differ so radically from mine, I 
do not feel that the best interests of 
Astrology would be served by attempting 
any sort of cooperation. 

Perhaps it is rather unfortunate that I 
am not more susceptible to flattery, other- 
wise Mr. Ziegler’s Sun and Venus on my 
Jupiter might result in a very happy and 
successful association.

General Indications 


_ month of June should have brought 
a crisis in the market’s activities, ushering 
in a new era around July 6th.

I. APPEARS as if July will be a compara- 
tively smooth-running month for the 
world in general—that is, smooth running 
when compared with the turbulent June 
which it follows, and the even more im- 
portantly turbulent August, September, Oc- 
tober, and November which it precedes. 

In the foreign field, the activation of the 
principal horoscopes is lessened as Mars 
leaves Taurus and Gemini, and leaves Hit- 
ler, Mussolini, Sir Anthony Eden, King Ed- 
ward VIII, and the Emperor of Japan more 
or less up in the air for a while. 

If there is to be any overt excitement 
of a military nature, it will probably be 
on the far eastern front, where the horo- 
scopes of Stalin and the Emperor of Japan 
are aggressively activated.

with, we suspect, Herr Hitler playing a hid- 
den, but far from passive role. But this 
réle, too, may be obscured from the sight 
of common mortals, and visible only to those 
within the charmed circle of military and 
international intrigue. 

The future is likely to reveal that the ap- 
parently peaceful July of 1936, with only 
its minor suggestions of war, was really 
a month of extremely subtle intrigue of 
a sort that will plague the world for a 
long time to come. For Mars cannot have 
enough good aspects in Cancer to make his 
position there thoroughly trustworthy. 
Even without afflictions, as we now find 
him, he is in Cancer ever the schemer, 
the coniver, the shrewd worker-under-the- 
surface of things ... and thus his sextile 
to Neptune, and his trine to Saturn, though 
keeping in leash his overtly warlike tend- 
encies, will cause him to wage war on a 
subtler plane . . . the plane of diplomacy. 

This is a fine time for American business 
men to let contracts for arms to nations 
which now appear peaceful, for they can 
do it a lot more gracefully now than later, 
when the contracting parties are actually 
at war. That the contracts let in peace are 
the eventual instruments and causes of war 
will not trouble the practical and business- 
like Mars as he moves swiftly along, sow- 
ing the seeds of war in the fertile and ap- 
parently peaceful Cancer.

goes through it, we may expect to see an 
increase here in the production of iron, 
steel products, explosives, guns, tanks, 
bombs, shells, and all the appurtenances of 
war that are turned out by those factories 
which are, if we are to believe what we 
read in the papers, designed primarily for 
the arts of peace. Excellent business along 
these lines can be done in July, and it is 
to be expected that far-sighted business 
men will not pass up this opportunity to 
lay the groundwork for future prosperity. 


DOMESTIC 


But if the foreign scene is comparatively 
peaceful—on the surface of things at least 
—such is not the case with the home field. 
For as Mars goes into the sign of the 
United States, Cancer . .. which is also 
the sign on Mr. Roosevelt’s tenth house, 
occupied by his Moon... the campaign for 
the coming election breaks out with great 
I am unable to see, from a political 
or economic angle, why it should be so...

comes better! This is counter to all prece-

Whatever the reason 
may be, I look, during July, for a continua- 
tion of business activity, not at quite such 
a feverish pace as it went during June, but 
for all that, at a good, satisfying, and 
apparently wholesome level of speed and 
volume. 
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Mr. Roosevelt is in excellent fighting 
trim during July. The same cannot be 
said of his opponents, whoever they may by 
that time prove to be. In some unaccount- 
able way, Mr. Roosevelt is continuing to 
get all the breaks. Every knock becomes 
a boost—the best efforts of his detractors 
to tear him down seem to succeed only in 
giving him additional ammunition to fire 
back at them—which you may rest assured 
he will not fail to do, and with right good 
aim! His opposition is represented by Sa- 
turn in Pisces, in the seventh house of his 
horoscope . .. and it is their misfortune 
to be starting this campaign as Mars, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s own planet and Star of Destiny, 
enters his tenth house, contacts his Moon, 
and gives him a new lease on life, and on 
the popularity which to such an unparal- 
leled degree he has enjoyed. You may look 
for some of the prettiest routing of enemies 
that you ever hope to see as Mr. Roosevelt 
and his spokesmen take up the cudgels in 
July. The real dirt of the campaign will 
come later ... but it looks to me as if the 
opposition to the administration will get off 
to a pretty bad start in July. 

PERSONAL AND INDIVIDUAL 

To you as individuals, this ought, for the 
most part, to be a pretty smooth-running 
month. The month is remarkable for con- 
taining, after the first week, virtually no 
bad aspects. In the first week, Mercury 
causes a mild case of jitters... but if you 
don’t try to force through decisions here, 
this ought to pass off as mere nervousness 

. For the rest, the pace is almost too 
smooth and even to be interesting .. . but 
after the tension of June, we can all stand 
a little vacation from tension, and we should 
get it in between the 5th and 18th of July. 
Romance should flourish, business should be, 
in the main, on a sound basis... and if 
you find it sound as the month opens, don’t 
do anything to upset its soundness. 

Following the 18th of the month, Venus 
works up to a square of Uranus (complete 
the 24th) and the Sun works up to the 
same square (July 23-31). These are tense 
times, but more for the world in general 
than for individuals. If you have no radi- 
cal ventures in the wind, you have nothing 
to worry about from these aspects, which 
coming after a relaxed and peaceful month, 
will simply put a little spice into life. Be 
careful of financial and emotional extrav- 
agance; those of us who have temperaments 
may feel tempted to give vent to them 
here... and as a matter of fact can do so 
with less drastic results than usual.

pects—and no bad ones. This is a fine time 
to reach agreements, sign papers, draw up 
and clinch contracts, and in general, to push 
your affairs for all you’re worth. 

Take things as they come this month; 
don’t probe too far beneath the surface for 
hidden motives, secret and devious causes, 
and far-fetched possible results. Assume 
that “things are what they seem,” for this, 
at a time like this, is the way to be happy. 
Assume that if things seem peaceful, they 
are peaceful; if you seem to be getting 
along, you are getting along—if you seem 
prosperous, you are prosperous. It’s an ex- 
cellent time to play Pollyanna, and find 
what there is that “you can be glad about.” 
For under these smooth-running influences, 
the assumption of good produces strong 
foundations for its actual appearance in 
your life. And you can at this time through 
calm, rational, peaceful living, lay powerful 
foundations of contentment and progress 
that will endure through times of stress as 
they come up in the future.

y V7, SAID last July, that the prospects 


for Cancer natives during 1935-36 were 
exceptionally bright, because Cancer fell 
at the focal point of all the major transits 
during the year; and therefore unusual op- 
portunities for self-expression, self-realiza- 
tion, and progress were opened up to Can- 
cer natives. 

This condition, brought about by the 
transit of Neptune in Virgo, in the 3rd 
house of the Cancer solar nativity; of Sat- 
urn in Pisces in the ninth; of Uranus in 
Taurus in the eleventh; and of Jupiter in 
Sagittarius, in the sixth; remains in force, 
to some extent at least, during the re- 
mainder of 1936. And in a general sense, 
it may be said that Cancer natives, during 
the rest of 1936, will continue to enjoy a 
high measure of that contentment and 
prosperity which have marked the last 
twelve months. 

Following this year, subtle and impor- 
tant changes take place in your nativity 
... Changes which should carry you still 
further upward in the scale of your ambi- 
tion and your success. 

It is therefore incumbent on you to un- 
derstand the bases on which your success 
will have to rest, when it does come full- 
fledged, as it is aiming to do in 1937 and 
the two years immediately following. 


SATURN AND NEPTUNE 
In the twelve months just passed, your

mentality has been under the subtle influ- 
ence of the opposition of Saturn to Nep- 
tune—Saturn from your ninth house in 
Pisces opposing Neptune in your third 
house in Virgo. This opposition reached 
the exact point at the time of the Vernal 
Equinox, in March 1936; and will be exact 
twice again, in the next twelve months: 
once in October 1936, and again in January 
1937. The effect of these transits, and 
these oppositions, was discussed in detail 
in the July 1935 issue of AMERICAN AS- 
TROLOGY, pages 27-29. Your mind is now 
being prepared for the acceptance of new 
responsibility, new authority; the dross is 
being sifted out, as Saturn takes Neptune 
into camp and reduces his inspirational 
tendencies to cold reason and strict logic; 
you are being fitted to take your place au- 
thoritatively in the world of affairs, as a 
power to be reckoned with. And you can 
do this with maximum efficiency as you put 
behind you the personal motive, the per- 
sonal bias, the strictly emotional or intui- 
tional approach which is so natural to 
Cancer—and adopt the scientific, logical, 
compassionate attitude which is the lesson 
of Saturn in his best manifestation. 
Nothing is significant in itself—every- 
thing is significant in terms (a) of what 
it comes from and (b) of what it is aiming 
for. Your life at the moment, isolated from 
the past and from the future, is nothing 
more than a meaningless entity, insignifi- 
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cant in the extreme. But considered in the 
light of what you have been, what you have 
become, and what you are becoming, this 
moment, this year, of life becomes extremely 
significant. It is the bridge between the 
past and the future—between today and 
tomorrow: in your case, between a develop- 
ing possibility of success and prestige, and 
the actuality of recognition in the material 
and objective world. 

Especially is this true now, in the case 
of your Solar horoscope. For now Saturn 
is completing his transit of your ninth 
house, and preparing to enter your tenth. 
The ninth is said to be the house of the 
Higher Mind, of Philosophy, Travel, Relig- 
ion, Law, The Church. It is all these things. 
But it is something more than these. In 
the circle of the horoscope, the ninth house 
is that house through which all planets 
pass, by transit, on their way to the tenth. 
And the tenth is the house of material and 
objective culmination. It is the house 
wherein the personality receives the accol- 
ade of the world, where it shows forth 
to best advantage, where all its faults, all 
its virtues, all its accomplishments and 
all its shortcomings, are brought to light, 
for the world to see and praise, or blame, 
according to how you have developed your 
life and your life possibilities. 

Thus, as Saturn transits your ninth 
house, as he is doing now, and prepares to 
enter your tenth, which he will do in April 
of 1937, your mind (ninth house) is being 
prepared for your recognition in the world 
(tenth house). And according to the way 
you react to this preparation, so will your 
recognition be, when Saturn finally emerges 
into your tenth house, and brings you up 
in the world for all men to look at and 
judge with their approval or their disap- 
proval, 

Everything points to the probability that 
Cancer natives are making the most of 
their opportunities now, and that they will 
emerge into prominence toward the begin- 
ning of 1937, well able to merit, and en- 
dure, the acclaim that will be theirs. You 
have been through some considerable baf- 
flement and frustration this year; you have 
been bewildered, confused about what 
course to take; perhaps indecisive in im- 
portant matters, and too stubbornly de- 
cisive in little things that really have not 
mattered. You have been somewhat sus- 
picious, and a little inclined to supersti- 
tion. You have been tempted to allow rea- 
son to go to sleep, and to live on your 
dreams ... to encourage impractical ideas, 
and indulge in fruitless speculations. You 
have chased chimera and will-o-the-wisps, 
of thought and action . . . and they have 
led nowhere. But out of these temptations, 


which continue in abated degree during 
the next six months, you have extracted a 
sound residuum of commonsense and rea- 
sonableness; you have, ultimately, and after 
a good deai of casting about, come to a 
rational and progressive attitude of mind, 
in which the intuitions and the reasons are 
working harmoniously together, to take ad- 
vantage of the thousands of opportunities 
that are opening up for you. 


JUPITER 


These opportunities ‘have been symbol- 
ized, and continue to be till December 2nd, 
by the position of Jupiter in Sagittarius, 
in the sixth house of your solar horoscope, 
Jupiter here is in the house of employment 
and health. Thus you have enjoyed con- 
siderable vitality and energy, which you 
have thrown into your work; and you have 
benefited (a) from your work, as you have 
done it yourself (b) from servants and 
those who work for you or (c) from sv- 
periors if you yourself are working for 
someone. Your upward rise has been based 
firmly in routine matters; and whatever 
you have gained has grown directly out 
of your efforts of the past, as these have 
matured and come to recognition through 
your own work, and the work of those 
around you. 

You have, in a word, put the tense con- 
ditions of Saturn and Neptune, which might 
easily have led to confusion, bafflement, and 
bewilderment, constructively to work along 
solid and routine lines; and you will con- 
tinue to do this for the balance of 1936. 
You have turned conditions to your advan- 
tage through accepting things as they are, 
through logically working out your prob- 
lems in a detached and objective manner, 
through refusing to let emotionalism or 
temperament dominate you; and through 
approaching life as a job to be done, and 
done well. 

And it is this pace that you will maintain 
during the balance of 1936, in preparation 
for an even greater degree of recognition 
in the outer world, which comes with the 
advent of the New Year, or shortly there- 
after. 


SATURN AND JUPITER IN 1937 


On December 2nd, Jupiter leaves Sagit- 
tarius, your solar sixth house, and enters 
Capricorn, your solar seventh. 

By the end of January, Saturn has 
passed the last opposition to Neptune, from 
your ninth house to yotr third, and moves 
swiftly onward to enter your tenth house, 
and the sign Aries, which ingress actually 
occurs on April 25th, 1937. 
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But preceding this date, you will begin 
to feel the rise of Saturn in your chart, 
as he is released from the toils of the con- 
fusing Neptune at the end of January, and 
marches forward, liberated of Neptune’s 
confusion. 

Thus, beginning, really, in December, as 
Jupiter enters your solar seventh, you will 
begin to feel an expansion of your view- 
point, a widening of your field of activity, 
and of the scope of your influence. And 
this feeling of rise, or increase in author- 
ity and importance, will continue until the 
middle of July, 1937, when Saturn reaches 
a static position in your tenth house, and 
brings matters to a temporary focal point. 

This effect will be felt chiefly this year 
by natives of the first part of Cancer—that 
is to say, those born from June 22 to June 
30. It will be felt later, in 1937-8-9 by the 
other members of the sign . and of 
course it will be felt to some extent imme- 
diately by all of them; for Saturn spreads 
his influences more or less through a whole 
sign as he contacts it; and all natives of 
Cancer will thus feel, to some degree, the 
uplifting influence that Saturn has to bring 
when he works from the tenth house of 
the nativity to bring the life, and the per- 
sonality, strikingly into the limelight, in 
whatever sphere of activity it may be oper- 
ative. 

As Jupiter enters your seventh house 
(December 2) the things you have done in 
connection with your work recover recogni- 
tion from an even wider audience, a more 
general public. You may not be able to 
feel or see this at once; for you must bear 
in mind that Jupiter is changing from his 
own expansive sign of Sagittarius to the 
more dour and sober Capricorn; and there- 
fore, though he enters your angular house 
(7th) and exercises on you a more widen- 
ing influence, his own power is somewhat 
abated by the sign position into which he 
steps. This means, not that you will not 
feel his benefits, but that they will be mani- 
fest in a less elated form than they have 
been before. Some of the zest that you 
have felt for your work may be lost; you 
may feel that you are settling down to a 
pretty dull routine; that your vitality is 
lowered, and that the obligations of your 
position are more trouble than they are 
worth. Jupiter in Capricorn is extremely 
powerful, but not very exciting; and you 
May well wish for the good old days when 
you were working like a beaver, and loving 
it. But remember that this relaxing is 
exactly what you have been working for; 
and that all success carries with it certain 
obligations. Your public will now be wider, 
ut very exacting; certain things will be 
expected of you, because of your position 


. and these things must be strictly in 
line with the conventions . . . for with Jupi- 
ter in Capricorn representing your public, 
Mrs. Grundy’s eye will be on you, and any 
defections of yours will be held strictly to 
account. 

Remember this in connection with those 
exciting friends of yours, as represented 
by Uranus in Taurus in your eleventh 
house. Remember also that your advanced 
ideas and ambitions, as represented by this 
same Uranus, will receive acclaim and rec- 
ognition only as you advance them very 
cagily, very subtly, and with a due regard 
for the feelings of others, and of the pub- 
lic at large. In this you are well supported 
by the fact that Uranus and Jupiter are in 
friendly aspect (trine) to each other, and 
therefore the conventional and the uncon- 
ventional can be made to work in harmony 
with each other, instead of against each 
other. You are able now to bring conflict- 
ing forces together, to weld together with 
your vision and your personality apparently 
irreconcilable points of view, and to make 
your ambitions further your position with 
the public at large. But this will require 
a conscious effort on your part, and will be 
a real test of your integrity and your tact. 

A new association will be formed here, 
either of a personal or of a business nature, 
bringing you the support and guidance of 
an unusually stable friend who becomes 
now a permanent business associate .. . 
perhaps even a partner. This will be a 
person of considerable foresight and vision, 
and of a shrewd practical business-like turn 
of mind which will fall in well with your 
own ideas and ideals, and perhaps add a 
note of stability to your life which you can 
use very nicely. 

Do not look for much glamour here, but 
be glad for the stability which the public, 
and certain individuals, give your position. 
For as Saturn enters your tenth house, 
stability is the watchword and capstone of 
your success, and especially of its perma- 
nence. 

SATURN IN TENTH—FROM APRIL 25th 

You will have been working up to this 
from the end of January, and in the months 
between January 31 and April 25th, you 
should take lessons in the METHOD AND 
ATTITUDE OF SUCCESS. For it is 
axiomatic that Saturn in the tenth house 
makes for arrogance, excess daring, and 
the likelihood that through being proud 
and stiff necked, you endanger the position 
that you have so painstakingly built up. 
Saturn here is free of aspects from the 
major transitting planets, and he operates 
from his least favorable sign, Aries. Thus 
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he will test your fortitude, your strength 
of character, and especially your restraint. 
Remember that anyone can endure failure, 
for human nature is so constructed. But 
it takes a person of rare character to en- 
dure success. And such a person you must 
become, to extract the most from the Sat- 
urn vibration which begins now, and lasts 
till March of 1940. 

The rules for Saturn are simple to state 
—and simple enough to live up to, if you 
will put your mind on it, and not be swept 
off your feet by the elation that you feel. 

(1) Do not be proud. 

(2) Do not be arrogant. 

(3) Be humble ... not with the cringing 
humility of a Uriah Heep, but with the 
dignified, philosophic humility that realizes 
your own worth . .. and because of the 
realized worth, recognizes the heights that 
may yet be won. 

(4) Do not look upon your present suc- 
cess, or position, as an accomplished end in 
itself. Look on it rather as a progressive 
thing, a position to be maintained by the 
same scrupulous attention to detail, the 
same sincerity, the same diplomacy, which 
enabled you to get where you are in the 
first place. 

(5) Do not gamble with your success. 
Do not plunge onward recklessly, looking 
for more and more power, or more and more 
recognition, or more and more wealth. Seek 
security, both for your position, and for 
your pocketbook. And remember that you 
have to work as hard as you can, as cleverly 
as you can, as diplomatically as you can, 
with as much restraint as you can muster, 
to maintain your present position. Like 
Alice in Wonderland “you have to run as 
fast as you can to stay in the same place.” 
Do not, therefore, expend your energies in 
dreams of increased authority, increased 
power, or the like. Be humble and grate- 
ful for what you have, and do not endanger 
it by seeking larger horizons. The fate 
of Alexander is classic, and symbolic. He 
regretted that there were no more worlds 
to conquer ... and promptly lost what he 
had. 

These are the lessons of Saturn in the 
tenth; these are the methods by which Sat- 
urn in the tenth can be made the support 
of your life and your position. Do not be 
tempted by the vision he shows you of all 
the kingdoms of the earth. This is a false 
vision, a deceptive dream never to be at- 
tained. Hold what you have, grateful to 
have it; understand that your position 
makes certain demands on you, and that 
you owe it to yourself to live up to these 
demands. You owe it also to your public. 
If you fulfill these demands of your own 
best nature, and of those who look to you, 


you will have all you can do, without trying 
to expand your horizons. 


MARS 


As your year opens, Mars is in your natal 
sign Cancer (July 1-August 10). Be care 
ful of undue aggression, of wearing your. 
self out through excess activity. Start new 
ventures here, but start them moderately, 
and with a due eye to their permanence 
and stability. You’re magnetic and force. 
ful here, and can make the most of oppor: 
tunities. But don’t get lured into gambles, 
or unstable schemes or plans. Also avoid 
quarrels by maintaining a good physical 
and mental attitude . .. plenty of sleep 
and rest are essential if you are to avoid 
the jitters which lead to bickerings and 
strife. 

As Mars enters Leo and squares Uranus 
(Aug. 11-31) a temptation emanating from 
a friend impels you to some very risky 
financial scheme. Avert this; be careful 
with money; avoid extravagance in all 
forms ... also temperament and quarrels 
among friends. Following this (Sept. 1 
26) a good active business period, in which 
routine work pays high dividends. Stick f 
to business here; buy and sell; seek contact } 
among important and rich people who can 
help you in business. 

Relax and lie low, avoiding changes and 
expansive ideas (Sept. 27-Nov. 15) as Mars 
goes through Virgo, contacting Neptune 
by conjunction, Saturn by opposition, and 
Jupiter by square. Ideas will be muddled: 
it’s a bad time to reach important decisions, 
make changes in location, fire subordinates, 
or change your job. Better go on a vaca- 
tion and be out of harm’s way. Or if you 
stay on the job, let things drift without 
aggression . . . you’re in the driver’s seat 
here, and need not speed . . . there’s plenty 
of time, and you lose ground if you try to 
go too fast. A phase of your life and your 
thinking is being wound up, and you are 
moving onward to better things. Let them 
come in their own good time and don’t 
hurry them: be content here to maintain 
the status quo, in the faith and assurance 
that changes will take care of themselves, 
without your being as aggressive and di- 
dactic as you feel like being. Disturbing 
messages should be ignored and any issue 
that must be decided should be postponed 
till the second week of November. 

From November 15th till January 5, 
Mars goes through your solar fourth house, 
creating some domestic difficulties or ten- 
sion. Circumstances here may cause you t0 
seek a change in your base of operations, 
and if this is definitely required, you should

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Message of the Stars 


July, 1936 


_ planetary influence of the first week 
in July are such as to give the “Whither 
Are We Tending” department something to 
study. These influences are tied in strongly 
with the summer solstice, the eclipse of the 
Sun at the recent new Moon, and the square 
of Jupiter to Saturn. In this first week 
Saturn is at the top of a forward move- 
ment in Pisces, stationary and beginning to 
retrograde. Mars is in conjunction with 
the Moon’s south node, and the full Moon 
occurs with the Moon eclipsed. 

As a pivotal year between that which has 
been and that which is to be, 1936 finishes 
a cycle of nineteen years which has been 
marked as a period of dictatorships, as the 
period before that marked the peak of mon- 
archies. That which is to come seems in- 
evitably to be a period of collectivism, and 
while collectives undoubtedly need direction 
and guidance, these directors and guides 
will spring from the people. The ideas and 
ideals of the people will be embodied to a 
larger extent than ever heretofore. It would 
appear that a world federation, or a world- 
state would now begin to take form, even 
if the result seems at this time to be remote. 

In looking forward to the immediate fu- 
ture, until Saturn turns direct in Novem- 
ber, a survey shows very similar conditions 
surrounding the forward and retrograde 
movement of Saturn in 1935. In the U. S. 
it is a matter of record that Roosevelt’s 
popularity and influence increased as long 
as that planet went forward (from Janu- 
ary to June, 1935), but at Saturn’s reces- 
sion in June it waned to some extent. On 
the other hand look at what happened. Un- 
der the influence of the nodal positions at 
the end of May the Supreme Court out- 
lawed the N. R. A. (This was discussed edi- 
torily by Mr. Clancy in the September issue 
of A. A.) While this was personally very 
disappointing to Roosevelt, it really put 
him in an astonishingly good position, as it 
automatically deleted much of the antagon- 
Ism of big business. In spite of the tre- 
mendous sums appropriated by congress in 
the summer, with resultant taxes, industry 
got under way on a large scale, and rightly 
or wrongly, the President got the credit. 

The influences of this first week in July, 
1936, are not as vital as those of last year, 
but they are powerful enough to produce 
like causes. At this time also the eclipse 
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of the Sun which occured on December 25th, 
1935, may be highly activated. The Moon’s 
north node is now over that eclipsed point, 
while Mars is exactly opposed and conjunct 
the south node. Force will now be exercised 
by persons who demand independence; re- 
bellion against authority may dissolve im- 
portant partnerships and associations. A 
blow may be struck causing powerful and 
intrepid persons to bite the dust (in a world 
sense as well as a national); yet from a 
practically dead issue a new growth can 
arise, a new outpost of civilization. There- 
fore while the President’s prestige may suf- 
fer somewhat from this time on, until after 
the election, the action of other people or 
organizations (the Republican party?) may 
be such that his public position will be 
notably advanced. He will progress through 
weakness rather than strength. 

The major aspects of July are uniformly 
benefic with the exception of the 4th, the 
25th, 26th and 27th. Very great powers 
may be released under the conjunctions of 
Venus, the Sun, and Mercury to Pluto, fol- 
lowing in the order named. This should 
deepen and conserve all energies and activi- 
ties. Mercury will be very strong all of 
July. This indicates intellectual activity, 
much movement physically and commer- 
cially. Through writings, oratory and di- 
plomacy people will be battling for prefer- 
ence and power. The influence of Jupiter 
will be conspicuously lacking except during 
the last few days of the month; the heat 
may be intense but assets may be frozen. 


FIRST QUARTER 
JULY 1 TO 4 


About the first of July the conjunction 
of Mars with the Moon’s south node may 
affect shipping of any kind very adversely; 
fires and accidents are possible. . Unusual 
earthquakes or even tidal waves may de- 
stroy property. Foreign affairs may be 
very troublesome. 

On the 2nd Saturn is stationary in 22 
degrees of Pisces. It will retrograde back 
to 15 degrees of Pisces, turning direct on 
the 19th of November. This will weaken 
the formative and organizing powers of in- 
dividuals, groups or masses during that 
time. The structure of any organization 
may be much less compact and efficient, 
while the acts or decisions not completed 
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or verified before the 2nd of July may have 
to be completely overhauled and remade 
before they are in workable form—which 
will be toward the end of November. 

This disintegrative tendency is further 
emphasized by a square of Mercury to 
Saturn on the 4th. It may put the finish- 
ing touch on a train of obstruction and nul- 
lification that began about May 18th. It 
may mark a definite termination of efforts 
to bring about adjustments, agreements, in- 
tellectual or commercial expansion. But it 
also gives a new point of departure, and 
many matters may be attacked from an en- 
tirely new angle. At the moment news may 
be depressing. Temper and quarrels can 
separate associates. Labor may feel in a 
critical position. Transportation matters 
may suffer. Old and young may suffer 
through accidents or storms. 


FULL Moon 
JULY 4 TO 11 


The Moon comes to the full on the 4th of 
July in 12 degrees of Cancer-Capricorn, 
with the Moon eclipsed. This eclipse indi- 
cates war activities with soldiers invading 
the territory of other countries. Compli- 
cations in Europe appear inextricable. 
England and Germany may be in the throes 
of internal and international ferment. 
Finances in the larger European countries 
may cause serious disasters. The laboring 
and working classes will be thoroughly 
aroused. Socialism is spreading. In the 
U. S. poverty of resources may cause many 
failures. Economy and retrenchment will 
be obligatory. The people at large may be- 
gin to feel severe restrictions. 

This day has a silver lining, however, for 
at the same time Venus sextiles Neptune. 
High personages in the U. S. government 
will find support, particularly through the 
radio, while movies, theaters, and practi- 
cally all amusements should have large suc- 
cess. Beach resorts should be crowded. An 
important engagement or romance may 
command attention. 

For the coming three weeks the aspects 
show sunshine, relaxation, happiness and 
success. All of which may be enervating 
and negative, rather than positive and de- 
pendable. 

On the 6th the Sun sextiles Neptune and 
Mercury parallels Jupiter. Large business 
advance may come at this time if the neces- 
sary effort is made, particularly through 
metals, military appliances, scientific ex- 
ploration and inventions. Economy and 
regulation will be essential for securing 
profits. 

Mercury enters Cancer on the 8th. Dis- 
cretion, tact and diplomacy gain a foot-hold 
and will enable many people to progress 


favorably. Adjustments to new situations 
can be made rapidly. 

Mars sextiles Uranus on the 9th. This 
means extremely effective business, and 
should put farmers, industrialists, land con. 
ditions or owners, and economic conditions 
on a new and remarkably good basis. Mili- 
tary affairs may aid in this. Also it will 
support the President. Steel and gold 
should advance. Initiative can have un 
usual results and should be taken. 

LAST QUARTER 
JULY 11 To 18 


Venus trines Saturn on the 11th. Within 
circumscribed boundaries, through fore 
thought and adherence to duty, a new base 
of activity may be found for future devel- 
opment and success. Those qualities hav- 
ing been imbedded in past action will now 
have satisfactory results. 

Mercury sextiles Uranus on the 18th, 
which should bring speedy action along 
many lines. Agreements should reach a 
practical and gratifying solution. An un- 
usual pronouncement may make a change in 
world affairs. Inventions of chemicals, or 
in air or sea motive power may be revolu- 
tionary. 

On the 14th Venus conjuncts Pluto and 
the Sun trines Saturn. These are portents 
of basic security, and should develop a pro- 
found ability to progress along well ordered 
lines. There is a quality of self-restraint 
and self-sacrifice in the aspects that may 
be invaluable in retrenchment and adjust- 
ment in all world affairs, or in individual 
lives.

ity as a whole and in every individual not 
insulated by self-centered walls. 

Eclipses occur when the Sun is near the 
Moon’s nodes. Those that occur in near 
conjunction with the North Node, may usu- 
ally be said to start something; while those 
occurring near the South Node are symbols 
of elimination and of the conclusion of a 
cycle. The June solar eclipse occurred in 
Gemini 28° conjunction Betelgeuze. The 
South Node during the fortnight leading to 
the July lunar eclipse (with the Sun in Can- 
cer 13°) is located in Cancer 4° on a degree 
of self-justification and ruthlessness. (“A 
cat argues with a mouse before eating her 
up.”) Nations or individuals may be once 
again indulging in a show of ruthless in- 
stincts; but trying by all possible means to 
talk themselves into believing they are act- 
ing “in the name of God” and for the 
greater good of the world. 

There are indications, however, that this 
elegant and sinister practice will be then 
on the wane. It will be the “line of least 
resistance” and men may follow it “with a 
vengeance”; but thereby a definite cleansing 
of the minds and souls of men is to be hoped 
for. Great energies, streaming in from be- 
yond the boundaries of our planetary sys- 
tem, are likely to control actively the proc- 
ess of purification and elimination. A ca- 
thartic period. A purging by fire and water 
—symbolically speaking, at any rate—which 
should leave humanit,- perhaps a bit dazed 
in spots, but cleaner. 

Sirius has been said to occupy in relation 
to the earth the position that the spiritual 
center of man occupies in relation to the 
outer and earthly nature. It is most likely 
that Sirius and Wega can be said to sym- 
bolize the polarities of a cosmic Power which 
affects profoundly the destiny of the earth. 
Wega will become the North Star around 
12000 A.D. The main star in the constella- 
tion Lyra, it is a symbol of the power of a 
new era, which we can as yet but dimly 
realize. Sirius, the Dog Star, is the sym- 
bol of That which in every man “watches 
and waits”—the silent Watcher which is the 
very Presence of God at the core of the 
consecrated personality. 

The lunation energized by Betelgeuze, 
fulfilled in Sirius, and bounded by two 
eclipses is fated to be a most significant 
one. Neptune is seen during the fortnight 
of the waning moon as a builder and a re- 
Vvealer of true understanding; likewise 
Uranus. Whoever can become an agent 
for those powers of the collective Uncon- 
Sclous that are manifestations of the fu- 
tureward and constructive urges of man- 


kind; whoever is able to conceive and 
perceive the larger issues which are making 
individual or racial history—to such a one 
should come a great Visitation. But such a 
Visitation will be powerful and shattering 
to the inertia of our earthly and possessive 
instincts. We will face terrific inner argu- 
ments and our emotions may only too easily 
get the better of our mental objectivity and 
dispassion. Yet we may emerge with trans- 
formed consciousness and with a Vision. We 
may find ourselves definitely linked with 
those Powers that are so active at the thres- 
hold of the new cycle of the Pyramid proph- 
ecy, scheduled to begin next September. 
But just nuw the keynote is still elimina- 
tion and purification. A New Moon starts 
a process of experiencing. A Full Moon 
should see the fulfillment of this life-process 
in objective and lucid consciousness. Betel- 
geuze was the originating power of the 
lunation, on June 19. The Sirius-Wega 
cosmic duality bids us make the greatest 
of all efforts in order that the “New Order” 
may take actual and concrete form in our 
mind and soul. And this is the eternal and 
individual “Fourth of July”—a Declaration 
of Independence from the forgiven and the 
tranafigured past, a solemn proclamation of 
our will to be that which is to be, that which 
through our fervor and our sacrifice shall be.
